*  DPOWNING—DEMOORATIO FIGHT FOR AL- 
DERMEN—INDORSING NOMINATIONS. © 
+3 Interest in the local canvass is not so in- 
-  fenae that the City politicians do not pause to 
discuss the removal by Gov. Cleveland of Dis- 
trict Attorney Downing, of Queens County. 
- The first thought of a great many persons was 
that the Governor had done an indiscreet, but 
atthe same timea very virtuous, act in re- 
moving a Democrat who is a candidate for 
Senator in the Long Island district. There are 
some facts behind tt all which show that the 
Governor’s motives were not so public spir- 
ited as many persons have been led to suppose. 
The Long Island district is strongly Demo- 
cratic, and Dan Manning and the Governor 
naturally counted upon a Democratic Senator 
to representit. The Governor has urged upon 
his associates the necessity of electing a Demo- 
cratic Legislature that will indorse his policy. 
When Downing began to talk of securing the 
nomination of Senator, Israel J. Merritt, a 
member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee, and a great many other Dem- 
ocrats at once said that he would 
be defeated if nominated. It would 


be throwing to the Republicans a district 
which they could not possibly carry provided 
a clean Democrat were nominated. owning 
knew that he could manipulate the convention 
and secure his nomination. He desired to be 
“vindicated,” and in the face of the charges 

reflecting upon his character he com- 
pelled the convention to nominate him. Ail 
efforts to persuade him to take any other 
course failed. He knew that the Governor 
desired him to keep out of the race, but he 
simply sneered at what he termed ‘“in- 
Sacierence from high official authority.” 
Gor. Cleveland was quite as indignant 
when be heard of owning’s decision 
as he was when he discharged his legislative 
thunderbolt at Grady. From all the informa- 
tion that the Governor has been able to obtain 
he iz satisfied thgt Downing cannot be elected. 
One great source of Democratic strength has 
giways been the lawless classes who infest 
Long Island City. With Downing out of the 
District Attorney’s office they can no longer be 
assured of protection by him. Jt has been cal- 
culated therefore that they would desert him 
in this race. Such a desertion must mean 
his defeat. There is no doubt that 
the Governor was cognizant of all 
these facts, that he weighed them well 
before deciding to remove Downing, and that 
he was firmly convinced that Republican vic- 
tory was in the Senatorial race 
whether Downing was removed or not, To 
administer a stinging rebuke to Downing un- 
der all these circumstances required no heroic 
sacrifice for the party or the public’s good. 
This view of the whole matter is indorsed by 
Democratic politicians in this vicinity. In 
making up their tables of probable Democratic 
Senators, they no longer reckon the Long 
Island district as theirs. 

As the loca! canvass goes on the struggle over 
the Aldermanic candidates grows more and 
more bitter. Hubert O. Thompson is using 
every possible effort to secure a majority of 
the next board. His followers, acting under 
his instructions, have made deals right and 
left. They bave combined with Irving Hall 
in a majority of the districts. They will trade 
every candidate on the State ticket and every 
Tammany man on the union County ticket 
for votes for their Aldermen. Tammany 
will kindly reciprocate, discriminating 
in. favor of her own kind on the 
County ticket and against George P. An- 
drews, Judge Nebrbas, and Edward Browne 
The County Democrats, remembering the 
opinion against them given by Judge Van 
Brunt, will stab him on every occasion. To 
secure his renomination and reconfirmation, 
and to prevent any possible prying into the 
business of the Public Works Department, is 
just now tbe purpose in life of Commissioner 
Thompson. The secrets of the department 
were only partially revealed to Senator 
Grady’s commitiee. Tammany believes that 
the corruption existing in the department is 
monstrous, and a great many persons outside 
of Tammany have their suspicions. In this 
life and death race for the control of the 
Aldermen the Assembly nominations are 
likely to be lost sight of almost altogether. 
There isa strong possibility, in those districts 
in which the Democrats would not unite, of 
Republican candidates being elected. Some 
closa observers are sanguine enough to declare 
that there is a possibility of the Republicans 

- pending nine, and perhaps ten, men to the 
Assemoly. 

The efforts to secure an indorsement of Sen- 
ator Daly from some of the east side associa- 
tions are likely to be successful. A meeting of 
the Steckler, one of the strongest of these in- 
dependent organizations, has been called for 
tonight. It wasa matter of gossip last night 
that the association would certainly pledge 
itself to support Senator Daly. If this shouid 
be the case the chances of the Republican 
nominee, John E. Brodsky, may be somewhat 


paired. 

The John Hubert Association held a meet- 
ing Saturday night at Division and Canal 
streets, Carl Gudegunet presiding, and in- 
dorsed Jacob Hess, the Republican nominee 
for Register. 

The Central Labor Union yesterday in- 
dorsed John Devine, the candidate for the 
Assembly of the Bmpire Labor Club in the 
Fifteenth District. It also indorsed the nomi- 
nation of Christopher B. Malone for Assembly- 
man in the Eighth Assembly District, and in- 
dorsed the calling of a ratification meeting, to 
be held on Thursday evening at No. 77 Essex- 
street. The nomination of Walter P. Shannon 
for the Assembly in the Nineteenth District 
was also indorsed. The Finance Committee 
was directed to solicit money from the labor 
unions for campaign expenses, and it was re- 
solved to furnish each candidate with 18,000

THE CANVASS IN NIAGARA COUNTY. 
@EPUBLICAN EMBARRASSMENT OVER THE 
COUNTY JUDGESHIP NOMIMATION. 

Lockport, N. Y., Oct. 27.—Tke political 
eanvass on both sides in Niagara County seems en- 
tirely confined to local office, and State politics are 
hardly mentioned. It is observed, however, that 
Mr. Robert A. Maxwell, the Democratic candidate 
for State Treasurer, appears distrustful that the 
Democrats of this county have buried the hatchet 
ince the Buffalo Convention, as this candidate's 
pasters, inelosed in fac simile letters, are reaching 
Republicans all over the county. 

The contest for local office is unusually spirited 
and vigorous, inasmuch as there is to be chosen in 
this county at this election almost the entire list 
of county officials, embracing County Clerk, Coun- 


ty Judge, District Attorney, Superintendent of 
Poor, Surrogate, Coroners, and also two members 
of the Assembly. The canvass of the Republican 
Candidates has been somewhat embarrassed by 
the difficulty of finding a candidate fer County 
Judge. The Democratic nominee, the Hon. Cyrus 
E. Davis, of Niagara Falls, isthe present ineum- 
bent, who has filled the vacancy during the past 
4year by appointment of Gov. Cleveland. No Dem- 
ocrat bas ever yet been elected to this position, 
but Judge Davis's administration of the office bas 
been so satisfactory both tothe Bar and the peo- 
ple, and he being in possession, it was thought 
That he had an excellent show for an elec- 
tien. Whenthe Republican County Convention 
for on Oct. 11, there were really no candidates 
i 


or this nomination. The choice of the conven- 
on fell upon A. K. Potter, of Lockport, an able 
jawyer and a gentieman in every way worthy ana 
pompetent. Mr. Potter had disclaimed in advance 
being a candidate: he has, in fact, for some years 
been acandidate for the nomination for Justice 
of the Supreme Court, and at the late Eighth Judi- 
vial District Convention in Bufialo he received 
the vote of the Niagara County delegation. With- 
‘in a week after hig nomination for County Judge 
ae sent tothe County Commitiee a positive declina- 
tion. The committee, acting upon their view of 
policy, suppressed the letter, and it has not been 
published, For morethan a week past the committee 
ay prominent politicians have been laboring with 
r. Potter to induce him to withdraw his declina- 
tion. Jn the meantime, the facts as above stated 
fave become the common talk, and the awkward 
Bituation has been a cause of injury to some ex- 
sent to the whole Republican county ticket, It is 
pow definitely announced that Mr. Potter has con- 
posted not to insist upon his deolination, but to al- 
ow the use of his name upon the ticket, What- 
ever influence this unfortunate incident may have 
npen the Judgeship. itis expected by the County 
‘ommittee that the matter will no longer prejudice 
the other candidates upon the Republican county

ticket. It isnot understoed that Mr. Potter has 
in the least changed his personal views in regara 
to the nomination, but it is supposed that he 
yields them to the urgent demands of the commit- 
tee and political friends.

THE OSIO JUDICLAL AMENDMENT. 
CURIOUS UNCERTAINTY ARISING OUP OF 
ITS RECENT ADOPTION. 

CinornnatTI, Oct. 28.—There is a difference 
of opinion as to the effect of the adoption at the 
recent eleetion of the judicial amendment to the 
Constitution. The amendment was prepared by the 
State Bar Association, and a committee of that as- 
sociation urged upon the Legislature the importance 
of submitting it to a popular vote. The same law- 
yers. however, who brought about the adoption of 
the amendment disagree, now that it has become a 
law, as to what its provisions are. Mr. 
John W. Herron, of this city. was promli- 
nent in urging the passage of the amend- 
ment. He says of it: “The only effect of 
the amendment is in providing that what is now 
the District Courts shall be held by the Judges spe- 
cially elected for that pepe. instead of by three 
Judges of the Court of Common Pleas; but in no 
respect does it change the buriness of the court. 
lt may possibly abolish the Superior Court of 
Cincinnati, but Iam not able to express an opin- 
ion on that supject.” 

Mr. Herron was asked what effect the amena- 
ment would have upon the Supreme Court. He 
answered: ‘“ The amendment as agreed upon by 
the State Bar Association was different from that 
passed by the Legislature. As agreed to by the 
State Bar Association, the amendment provided 
that ail Judges in office when it was adopted 
should contiaue in office until the completion of 
the terms for which they were elected. 
In some way that was changed so as to read that 
they should remain in office until their successors 
were elected after the adoptien of the amendment 
and qualified. There is a question whether the 
gentlemen just elected to the Supreme Court take 
their seats, or whether Judges Upson and Doyle do 
not retain their seats until thelr successors are 
elected at another election and qualified, but I 
don’t feel competent to pass upon that question. 
In ease the view stuted be correct I presume the 
Legislature will provide for another election of 
Supreme Court Judges.” 

Mr. Rufus R. King. President of the State Bar 
Association, shares the generalfuncertainty as to 
the effect of theamendment. He says a meeting 
ot the association will shortly be held to consider 
the matter. Ex-Supreme Court Judge Longworth 
believes that the amendment abolishes the Cin- 
einnati Superior Court. 

Judges Foroe, Harmon, and Peck, composing 
the Superior Court Bench, have had a conference 
with reference to the subject of the termination 
oftheir offices since that topic has been dis- 
cussed, and they have given it as their opinion 
that the propesition that the Superior Court ceased 
to exist by reason of the passage of the amend- 
ment te the Constitution is unworthy of serious 
consideration. They purpose transacting their 
regular duties witbout interruption, as though their 
authority to do so had never been questioned. 

The matter has an important political bearing 
for the reason that if the present Judges continue 
im office it will give the Republicans two of the 
three Superior Court Judges and both ot the 
Judges on the Supreme Court bench whose seats 
are now in doubt, while if another election is 
declared necessary, the Demoerats will probably 
be able to elect their candidates. 


THE MARYLAND COURT OF APPEALS. 
A VACANCY CAUSED BY THE RESIGNATION 
OF JUDGE BARTOL TO BE FILLED. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Oct. 25.—James 8S. Bartol, 
Chief Judge of the Maryland Court of Appeals, 
will publish a card to the people of Baltimore to- 
morrow resigning his position on account of con- 
tinued ill-health. He has not been able to serve 
upon the bench fora year and more. A couple of 
weeks ago he went to Annapolis with the inten- 
tion of resuming his duties, but was again taken 
ill. He haa repeated hemorrhages and was not 
expected to live. His health is now slightly im- 
proved, but there isno hope that he will ever be 
able to do active service again. His successor can, 
under the Constitution, be elected py the people of 
Baltimore on Nov. 6 at the State election. The 
Democrats will probably name ex-State’s Attorney 
A. Leo Knott as their candidate. The name of Or- 
vill Horwitz is also mentioned. Both of these men 
are prominent members of the Baltimore Bar. 
Phe-Republican candidate is not yet named. 

Judge Bartol has been on the bench since 1857, 
when he was appointed by Gov. Segon to fill a 
vacancy. The appojatment was ratified by the 
*people in the Fall of the same year, when he was 
elected as a member of the appellate court of 
Western Maryiand, sitting also as Judge of the 
Court of Appeajs. in 1867, underthe new Consti- 
tution, he was elected by the people of Baltimore 
Judge of that court, and was appointed by the 
Governor and Senate to the position of Chief-Jus- 
tice. His term expired in 1882, when he was re- 
elected. He is an able jurist, and his opinions have 
always been heldin the highest esteem by mem- 


bers of the Bar.

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SMYRNA AGAIN SHAKEN UP BY

THE TOWN BADLY DAMAGED AND MANY PER- 

SONS SERIOUSLY INJURED—URGING A 


BECOND SUEZ CANAL. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct, 28.—A dispatch from 
Smyrna, dated Sunday, says that another shock of 
earthquake was experienced there to-day, damag- 
ing the wall surrounding the town, as well as the 
aqueduct and a mosque. At Vourla 169 persons 
were seriously, and 61 slightly, injured, and 79 are 
in the hospitals. 

Lonpon, Oct. 28.—The Secretary of the 
Steam-ship-owners’ Association has written a let- 
ter to Earl Granville, the British Foreign Secro- 


tary, urging that fresh action be taken, with the 
concurrence of the association, looking to the cut- 
ting of a second canal across the isthmus of Suez. 

A dispatch to the Observer from Belfast says: 
** There is every reason to fear that a conflict will 
take place at Belleck, County Fermanagh, if 
the nationalists carry ont their intention to 
hold a meeting at that place. It will be ex- 
tremely dificult for the police and military 
to keep the Orangemen off, as they did during the 
recent meeting at Roslea. Two thousand Orange- 
men have been armed with revolvers. The nution- 
alists have made no preparation fer proteeting 
themselves. 

Twelve deaths from cholera were reported in 
Alexandria on Saturday. 

The deaths from cholera are averaging from 
eight to ten daily. The tatal cases oecur chiefly 
among the Europeaus. Private advices announce 
that several eases of cholera have made their ap- 
pearance in the interior. 


Paris, Oct. 28.—The Temps says it is ru- 
mored that King Luis, of Portugal, being weary of 
the liberal agitation in his kingdom, thinks of ab- 
dicating the throne. 


Manrip, Oct. 28.—Sefior Camacho, who was 
Minister of Finance in Sefior Sagasta’s Cabinet, 
which recently resigned, has been appointed Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of Spain. His appointment has 
produced a favoraple impression in political and 
financial circles. 


The Minister of Marine, the Minister of Com- 
merce, and the Minister of Instruction have issued 
circulars to their respective departments express- 
ing their resolve to do the utmost in their power 
to effect reforms in the various branches of service. 


Vienna, Oct. 28.—The Bishop of Pruchna 
has committed suicide by hanging himself witha 
strap. The deed is attriputed to insanity. 

Herr Payer, an Austrian, who occupied the high- 
est official position in Siam, and who recently came 
here on furlough, has committed suicide, No mo- 
tive can be assigned for the deed. 


BERLIN, Oct. 28.—The German Admiralty 
has ordered another hundred Fish torpedoes, to be 
delivered berore next Spring. 

Capt. Adolph Mensing, Naval Attaché of the 
German Legation at Washington, has been re- 
called to Germany to enter the Hydrographic Of- 


ce. . 

Two officials at Dusseldorf, employed in the mil- 
itary offices, have been arrested on a charge of 
high treason. 

Gen. von Walther, commanding the Second 
Saxon Cavalry Brigade, has died from the effeets 
of injuries sustained during the recent military 
manceuvres at Homburg.

Steinmann, the officer cemmanding 
Oldenburg. who is a Prus- 
sian, and who was only recently appointed to 
that post, has made himself very unpopular. He 
grossly insulted the soldiers and people of Olden- 
burg, whereupon he received a challenge 
from an Oldenburg officer, The two men 
met and the challenger was gravely wounded.

The carriage factories of the Condell, Mar- 
tin & Butler Company and Horace Johnson, in 
Plainville, Conn., were burned yesterday morning, 
together with considerable manufactured work. 
The Condell, Martin & Butler Company’s loss is 
about $20.000; insured for $7,500. Johnson’s loss ts 
from $8,000 to $10,000. ‘he fire was of incendiary 
origin. 

On Saturday night a fire, caused by the ex- 
plosion of a coal-oil lamp, started in the wholesale 
liquor-house of Moss & Sheldon, in Lordsburg. 
New-Mexico, and destroyed some of tne most 
prominent business houses in the place. The loss, 
which is partly eovered by insurance, is $55,000. 

The Salt Lake Skating Pavilion was de- 
stroyed by fire yesterday morning. The loss is $10,- 
000: insurance, $3.000. The fire was of incendiary 
origin. The Railroad Exchange Hotel, together 
with most of its contents, was also destroyed. 
The loss is $10,000; insurance, $7,300. 

A. Jackman & Sons’ livery stable, on Penn- 
avenue, Pittsburg, was totally destroyed by tire 
yesterday. George Snyder, a hostler, in attempt- 
ing to save the horses was severely burned. The 
loss is $18,000, and is partly covered by insurance.

KILLED BY AN INTRUDER. 
CincrnnaTI, Oct. 28.—This afternoon, near

After a short 
consultation between the driver and her compan- 
ion the girl entered the hack and it was 
driven away, The man then re-entered 
the tent. The detective called another carriace 
and kept the hack containing the girl in sight until 
she got out ata hotel in Decatur-street. The de- 
tective alighted in front’of the hotel,and after pac- 
ing the sidewalk a few seconds took out his note- 
book and tearing therefrom a leaf wrote upon it: 
“Nannie your father is after you. Get into the 
carriage and come to the greunds.”’ 

Having completed the note, he studied some time 
about the signature, but. not knowing the man’s 
name, he decided to try the message as it was. 
Entering the hotel, he told the landlady that he 
had a note forthe lady who bad just eome in. 
The landlady showed the detective to a parlor, 
and ina few seconds the girl came in. Detective 
Jones took off his hat, and, saying that he wasa 
hack driver, handed her the note, telling her a gen- 
tleman out at the show ground said to be quick. 
The girl took the note. and as she read it 
turned slightly pale. The detective watched 
her closely as she read, and smiled when 
he observed how accurately she had been de- 
scribed. Assoon as she read the note the girl re- 
marked: “I'libe ready in a second,’ but as she 
turned her back on Mr. Jones he said, “Nannie 
Horne, I want you.” The girl gave herself com- 
pletely away by wheocling suddenly around. The 
detective then showed her the telegram, and as 
he read it she burst into tears. 

The detective took herin charge, and telegraphed 
to her father the fact of her detection. Yesterday 
evening he received a telegram asking him to 
bring her to Greenville, and this morning he sent 
her home in charge of one of his aunts.

A FATAL CROSSING COLLISION. 


THREE MEN KILLED AND A FLAGMAN BURNED 
IN HIS WATCH-HOUCSE. 

CuaicaGo, Oct. 28.—One of the most singu- 
lar accidents in the annals of railroad history 
occurred this morning at about 6 o’elock at 
the Joliet crossing, a short distance this 
side of Sherryville, and abont 33 miles 
from Chicago. At that point the tracks of 
the Pan Handle and Michigan Central Railroads 


cross. It is known as a dangerous point among 
railroad men, and several accidents of a s!milar 
character have happened there during the last 
two years. The passenger train which leaves 
Logan at 2:55 A. . is due at the crossing 
at 5:30. Yesterday morning the train was 
10 minutes late, and Engineer’ Norris 
ordered his fireman, John Gorman, to get up 
lenty of steam, as he wanted to make the cross- 
ng ontime. Just as he reached that place a freight 
train of the Michigan Central camein collision with 
his engine. Norris was crushed beneath the débris 
of his locomotive and horribly mangled. He died 
almost instantly. He wasa goodman. The brake- 
man of the freight train was also killed. 

The flagman who attends to the turning 
of the target at the crussing was in 
his little house with his little boy at the 
time of the crash. The trains turned over 
on the shanty, and the hot coals of one of 
the engines were emptied on him and 
burned him to a crisp. The little boy who 
was in the shanty with the flagman in some 
inexplicable way escaped. He was seen 
to craw! out from beneath the débris and run 
away. His clothes were burning, and as he run 
the wind fanned the flames. They grew larger 
and larger, and the poor little fellow became 
more and more frightened. At each step 
he increased his speed, thus augmenting 
the danger. Finally, a man ran after and 
overtook the ad. He threw him on 
the ground and with creat effort extinguished the 
flames and thus saved him from a norrible death. 
After the fire bad been extinguishea the body 
of the watchman was found under the building. 
He was a Swede who was temporarily tak- 
ing the place of one who had been 
the permanent watchman there. The _ en- 
gineer of the freight train was seen to 
leap just beforei the engines came togetner, and 
when they counted noses he was missing. It 
was at first supposed that he was under the 
débris, but be was tracked by his blood, and found 
nearly three miles from the scene of the accident, 
dying and outof his head. His fireman, who es- 
caped unhurt, says he strack a fence when he 
jumped. and it must have been so, for he was part- 
ly disemboweled. The passengers escaped with 
slight bruises.

ROME'S: GREAT OPPONENT 


ARRIVAL’ IN AMERICA OF PERE 
HYAOINTHE. 
EXPLAINING HIS MISSION IN THIS.COUNTRY 
AND GOING TO WASHINGTON TO REJOIN 
HIS WIFE, WHO IS ILL. 

The Rev. Charles Loyson, who is known to 
the world generally by the name which he assumed 
as an author, “* Pére Hyacinthe,” the famous priest 
who repudiated the Papal authority and estab- 
lished a Gallican Church of his own based on pure 
Catholicity, arrived in this City on the Alaska 
yesterday morning. He is aceompanied by his 
private secretary, Canon Roca. He was met 
at the opier of the Alaska by Mr. 
Ralph Merriman, of Washington, a son of Mme. 


Loyson by a former marriage, and Henry M. Field, 
editor of the £vangelist, and the party was driven 
direotly to the Fifth-Avenue Hotel, Here parlor 
No. 30 was assigned to them and breakfast was 
served. At 2 o’clock the room inthe hote] was 
given up, and Pére Hyacinthe was taken by 
Mr. Field to the house of a friend, where 
the afternoon was assed, and the party 
took dinner. Pére yacinthe was anxious 
to get te Washington as soon as possible, on ac- 
count of the illness of his wife, who came to this 
country in edvance of him, with his young son, 


two weeks ago, and is now visiting Mrs. Merriman, " 
and, with Canon Rosa and Mr. Merriman, he took’ 


the 9 o’clock train for that eity last evening. 

The appearance of Pére Hyacinthe is very strik- 
ing, and his smooth, broad, intellectual face re- 
minds one strongly of Henry Ward Beecher in its 
general outline. It is surmounted by a crown of 
snow-white silky hair, which falls from beneath 
the brim of his black slouch hat like aeircle of 
fringe. He is somewhat short in stature, and 
thick set, and he walks with a quick, nervous 
step, which is characterisic of his nationality. 
He was dressed in a suit of black yesterday, 
with a high standing collar, and looked like a 
very good natured and very intellectual priest. 
He talks nothing but French, although for- 
merly he passed a good deal of time in this 
country, where he wooed and won his wife, and 
thus placed achasm between himself and the Ro- 
man Churoh which nothing could bridge. His 
voice is soft and liquid, and he is an excellent con- 
versationalist in his native tongue, although his 
utterance is very rapid. and at timesit is difficult to 
keep pace with quiekly flowing thougnts. He1s 
56 years old, but were it not for his white hair he 
would be taken for a much younger man, his trou- 
bles and persecution by the church from which he 
seceded having left no tracé of care upon his 
smooth features. 

Pére Hyacinthe was too much fatigued by his 
voyage across the ocean to say much yesterday 
when a Times reporter called on him, but he ex- 
tended his hana cordially, and expressed himself as 
pleased to be again among a people whom he con- 
sidered, he said, the greatest on earth. with the most 
magnificent possibilities before them, and the intel- 
lectual capacity to grasp andimprove them. ‘I 
bave jieft my church in Paris for a brief season,” 
he said, “to come here and endeavor to secure aid 
in the prosecution of my work by giving a series 
of lectures in your country. My church in Paris 
represents what I believe to be Catholicism in its 
purity, and I believe that Ultramontanism is a mere 
counterfeit of true Catholicism. I believe in Jesus 
Christ, but Ido not believe ina Pope who cringes 
before the Jesuits and sends forth odiously false 
doctrines, at thelr command. But I have no time 
now to speak at length of my faitb, or of the 
work in whichIlam engaged. These are pretty 
weil understood in this country, as well as in Eu- 
rope, andI[am very weary after my journey. I 
had a very pleasant vovage from the beginning. I 
was ill for a few days, as I alwaysam whenI ven- 
ture on the water, but that wore off, aud I feel 
that the voyage has done me good. After a few 
days’ rest I shall be ready, as I am eager, to begin 
the work of the mission on which I have come.” 

“* What is the nature of that mission ?* asked the 
reporter. 

“I need more funds to increase the work in 
which [am engaged in Paris, and I have come 
here to lecture and seeif Ivcannot raise them. I 
have mace no arrangements yet, and cannot until 
Il have had needed rest and consulted with my 
friends. I am going to Washington to remain 
ten days or two weeks, and I shall arrange my 
plans there. i have not yet decided 
upon what subjects I wiil lecture, but, 
course, they will be on the general scope 
of my work, and the difference between the 
Roman Catholie and the pure Catholic Church 
which I claim to represent. I intend to remain 
here about six months, and during that time I shall 
make a tour of the eountry, beginning here in 
New-York. As soon as I car arrunge my dates and 
subjects they will be given to the public.” 

Pere Hyacinthe’s last visit to this country wa: in 
1869, and during his one brief day in this City, he 
says that he has had time to realize what immense 
atrides have been made in improvements here. 

Mapison, Wis., Oct. 28.—Ralph Merriman, 
of Washington, with whom Mme. Loyson Is stay- 
ing, isason of her first marriage, to Edward B. 
Merriman, ef Bucyrus, Obio, and is employed as 
an architect in one of the departments. At the 
residence of C. W. Butterfield, of this city, who is 
«a brother of Mme. Loyson, it is ascertained that 
Pére Hyavinthe and bis wife’will make an extended 
visit to this city, but the exact date is as yet not 
decided. The movements of Pére Hyacinthe will 
be eontrolled largely by the places in which he 
will lecture, and bis trip West will be arranged in 
accordance therewith. Pére Hyacinthe has one 
ehild only—Paul Emanuel, born in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in 1874—who is now with his mother in 
Washington. 

The life of Mme. Loyson has been the souree of 
many newspaper romances, and many reports de- 
void of authenticity have been published. Married 
life with her present husband Las been the source 
of much happinets. Their meeting first took place 
while the then Mrs. Merriman was recovering 
from an attack of sickhess. She was at- 
atendaed by a Sister of Charity who, in her 
zeal for Christian work, persuaded Mrs. Merriman 
to receive the visits and religious counsels of a 
priest who, in reality,was the brother of the Sister. 
Mrs. Merriman consented and Pére Hyacinthe 
made his first visit to Mrs. Merriman, which 
later resulted in their union. Mrs. Merri 
man had gone to Europe in the _ inter- 
est of her son’s education and was at the 
same time acting in the capacity of correspondent 
for a New-York journal. The relatives in Madison 
and other cities of this country are planning fora 
family reunion during the visit of Pére Hyacinthe 
and family. Madison and Chicago are both being 
considered as the place of meeting, yet nothing 
definite has been done. as matters are contingent 
somewhat upon the engagements of Pére 
Hyacinthe. The theme of his lectures wiil be the 
great political, religious, and social questions of 
our times. 

A NEW-JERSEY MYSTERY. 

Soutu AmpBoy, N. J., Oct. 28.—The authori- 
ties have failed to unravel the mystery surround- 
ing the death of the unknown woman, about 20 
years of age, whose body was recently found near 
Boyton Beach. The bedy was very much de- 


composed. It was found lying near Wood- 
bridge Creek in a lonely piece of woods 
south of Carteret Station, on the New-York and 
Long Branch Road. The head was 15 feet from 
the body, and heside it lav a noose of rope, some- 
what smalier than the ordinary clotkes-line, which 
led to the supposition that the woman had com- 
mitted suicide.

HOW HIS WIFE CHARITY SAVED HER RIGHTS 
ON HIS DEATH-BED. 

New-Haven, Conn., Oct. 28.—The little 
hamlet of Ledyard Centre, in this State, has lost 
its most important factor in the death of John 
Newton, The township embraced many of his 
broad acres, but from them the hamlet itself de- 
rived little benefit, as John was amiser. The first 
money that he ever earned was for chopping wood 
in the pine swamp. The amount wes $30, and he 
immediately put it in a bank, where it has re- 
mained to the present day, having increased to 
$3,000. In shaving notes and loaning money John 
has accumaolated a fortune of $50,000, His resi- 


dence among the rocky hills of Ledyard Centre 
was simply a hovel, which is on the verge of 
tumbling down. 

As careful a miseras John was, he was ontwitted 
at last. Among the visitors at his father’s house 
when he was a young man was a spinster named 
Charity Norman. She was a country ta‘loress, 
and went from house to house to replenish the 
men's wardrobes for the Winter. John's father was 
unlike his son and loved jolly company and good 
clothes,and frequently Charity would be called upon 
to spruce up his old garments and make new ones 
according to the Jatest fashion. One day “Col. 
Newton,’ as he was called, died very suddenly. 
Charity lent a heiping hand to John Newton, 
the son, in his bereavement. She cooked 
the dinner, made the butter, and proved 
ruch a valuable housekeeper in every 
respect that John was loth to part with her. He 
finally persuaded her to become his wife. How- 
ever, before the wedding day had arrived John 
suddenly changed his mind, and tried to get rid 
of her. Charity had a big brother, and 

this brother she appealed for advise. 

became indignant, and in an interview 
with Jolin threatened many pleasant things, among 
them a breach of promise suit, if he did not carry 
out his former intentions. The damage done to 
his sister's heart he claimed was $800 worth. John 
considered the subject and finally coneluded to 
save the $800 by marrring her, which he did. 

A few days ago, when John’s life was drawing to 
a close, he sent for a'Philadelpbia relative to whom 
he intended to give his property. The relative came 
and began arranging matters with him. His wife 
Charity learned enough from their talk to convince 
her that certain worthless mortgages would be 
given her as her share, while the relative received 
the cash. She resolved to cireumvent that little 
pian, and, going up stairs, she discovered John 
Newton’s private savings bank under the eaves 
in the garret. She found it contained $600 in 
gold coin, $300 in silver, and $27,000 in bonds and 
securities. She went quietly to a lawyerin Nor- 
wich for advice. Returning home she continued 
her household duties and later visited the cheat in 
the attic. taking with her a big dinner pot, and, 
raising the lia of the chest, she transferred the 
contents to her kettle and then returned to the 
kitchen, piacing the treasure under the sink. 

In the moraing John Newton became aware that 
he was dying, and, wishing to settle matters, re- 
quested that his wife go and get his chest of 
money. She refused and in strong terms up- 
braided him for trying to take away her lawful 
portion. The lawyers present became wild, as did 
the relative, but to all their entreaties she turned a 
deaf ear. She would not go for the money. 
As a last resort John asked her how much 
she would take to relinquish all claims to the prop- 
erty, and she promptly replied $10,000 in cesh. The 
papers were drawn up and duly signed, whereupon 
Charity produced the kettle and poured out the 
contents before their astonished gazs. The $10,000 
was counted out and paid her. and hardly had the 
wil! been signed before John Newton breathed his 


last.

TRYING TO STEAL THE FAT BRIDE. 


RESURRECTIONISTS TWICE BAFFLED IN AT- 
TEMPTS TO ROB THE GRAVE. 

BALTIMORE, Oct, 28.—Two attempts were 
made last night by grave robbers to steal the body 
of Mrs. Davia Moses, the fat bride who was buried 
at Mount Olivet, on the western city suburb on 
Saturday. Neither attempt was successful owing 
to the strict guard kept over the grave. The 
cemetery authorities, fearing thatsomething of the 
kind would eecur, gave specia! orders to the keeper 
to watch the grave ali night. The keeper and his 


assistant armed themselves with shot-gurs and 
took their positions in a second-story room of the 
keeper’s house not far from the grave. 

The first party of resurrectiovists drove up the 
cemetery jane ina covered express wagon about 
midnight, and taking their spades and shovels 
went to work digging into the grave. The guards 
heard them and fired intothem. One of them was 
hit, but all managed to make their escape. The 
second party came about one hour later, and had 
a similar experience.

THE SWINDLING CILLAIM AGENTS.

SQUANDERING A SMALL FORTUNA 
IN LAWSUITS. i 
A PIKE OOUNTY MAN’S LIFE IN THE COURTS 
‘ AND HOW IT HAS RESULTED. 
~ TARRISBURG, Penn., Oct. 28.—The 
Court in this State has just given a decision ina 
case whieh has attracted wide attention, not be-~ « 
cause of the amount of money er legal pointejn-| 
volved, but in consequence of certain romantic; 
cireumstances which preceded !t, and the fact that 
it is one of about fifty lawsuits in which one of the 
parties. has been either plaintiff or defendant dur- 
ing the past few years, in nearly every one 
which he has been unsuccessful. This party has al 
singular passion for litigation, which criginated in 
a lawsuit he brought in 1857, and whieh cept him! 
in the courts for nearly 20 years, when it was com- 
promised by the payment to him of « snug fortune 
by the defendants. This was the celebrated case 
of Quiek against the Wyoming Coal Company, 
which was tried in the Luzerne County Courts. ;' 
In 1832 John B. Quick, of Pike County, obtained 
an interest in a tract of wiid land in Luzerne 
County. It proved to be a valuable coal property,’ 
and he transferred his title toit tothe Wyoming 
Coal Company, the consideratiofi being the paf- 
ment of a royalty on thecoal mined. Theeontract 
for some reason was not carried out by the coal 
company, and Quick attempted to secure and hold 
possession again of the land. He was finally forcibly 


ejected from the property and returned to his Pike 
County farm. Without means to take legal meas- 
ures to recover the land he gave up the fight 
and died affirming that the land was bis. His 
son, Peter A. L. Quick, was the only one 
of his large family who snared his father’s belief,’ 
and he purchased fora nominal sum the interest 
of his brothers and sisters in the property. He 
lived ona small farm, and operated a primitive 
saw mill inthe backwoods of Pike County, the 
total proeceds of his business amounting te but a 
few hundred dollarsa year. In 1857 Peter A. L. 
Quick had accumulated $500. With this in his 
pocket he walked 60 miles through the woods 
to Scranton, then but a smali place. He inter- 
ested a lawyer in his case. and 

were begun to compel the company to acknowl- 
edge his elaim. which was for $1,000.00 
Every dollar that Quick could get for the next 18 . 
years he pes in prosecuting his claim. and. al- 
though his lawyers sold him out four times in 10 
years, he obtained a judgment, in 1887, of $500,000 
against the company. The case was carried ta 
the Supreme Court, and there, Quick claims, he 
was pepo pace i peg and the j ite : 
was not sustained. Quick at once began the fight 
again, refusing an offer of $£0,000 in cash from the 
company as a compromise. After nearly 

yosts of further litigation, the company off 

im $40,000 in settlement, and circumstances f 
him to accept the offer. 

The payment to him of this money was the be~ 
ginning of new troubdies for Quick. His lawyers ~ 
attached the money in bank. on a claim that is 
was due them for services. Quick then employed 
the Hon. D. M. Van Auken, a shrewd Pike Coun 
lawyer, who succeeded in sa.ing $30,000 for 
client. Van Auken was at that time in serious: 
financial] difficuities himeeif. IHehad been elected 
to Congress in 1866, and the expenses of his can- 
vass left him badly in debt. In 1875, when he was 
employed by Quick, his creditors were pressing, 
bim. He owned a stable of fine Hambiletonian 
horses, among them being a stallion which was’ 
sired by oid Hambletonian. at a cost ef $1,000.) 
For this horse Mr. Van Auken refused an offer: 
of $12,000 eash when it was 5 years old. He 
subsequently refused to exchange it for 20 blooded 
brood mares and 20 blooded yearling colts. In 
1875 the horse was valued at $20,000. After Vaz 
Auken’s success in saving three-quarters of Quick’s 
fortune from the lawyers, Quick advanced bim 
money from time to time, ana to secure one of. 
the amounts took a chattel mortgage on tho’ 
stallion. Another creditur, ex-Senator G. H. Row- 
land, also held a chattel mortgage on the horse.! 
In 1879 Van Auken accidentally jearned that Quick’ 
had issued an execution under bis mortgage, and 
had the horse advertised for sale. The stallion 
was thenin service in Central New-York, and was 
returning $1,200 a year to Van Auken as his share 
of the earnings. Van Auken and kKow 
went to New-York State. and succeeded in stop- 
ping the proceecings. An ement was then 
signed by the three that the horse should not be 
sold at any time without the consent of two of 
the parties. Shortly afterward. however, Quick 
returned to New-York State and had the horse 
sold, the price received being $1,200. Van Auken 
then brought suit against Quick to recover dam- 
ages for the sale of the horse, and obtained a jucg- 
ment for $4,000. The case Was carri-d to the Su- 
preme Court, and is the one that has just been de- 
cided, the judgment being afirmed, with costs. 

Quick’s mania for litigation keeps him almost 
constantly in the Pike County courts. He has bad 
from one to four eases on the calender at every 
term since 1875. and he bas been unsuccessfal ia 
pearly allofthem. It is said that he hus inthis 
way ‘used up nearly all of the fortune that ra- 
sulted from his one great lawsuit—2 lawsuit thas 
cost the coal company over $600,000 to defend.

THE UNHAPPY NEZ PERCES 


{NDIANS CONFINED ON AN UN- 


HEALTARY RESERVATION. 

‘ COMMUNITY THAT IS SAID TO BE ABSO- 
LUTELY WITHOUT VICE DYING OFF FROM 
MALARIAL DISEASES, 

CLEVELAND, Oct, 86.--At the late meeting 
of the General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church, in Saratoga, a most earnest appeal for 
help and sympathy came up from the members of 
that denomination among the Nez Perces ludians 
--Chief Joseph's band—now placed on a reserva- 
tion ip the Indian Territory. In the {formation of 
the Committee on Indian Affairs special reference 
was had toa movement in aid of these suffering 
brethren, and that body was made up of the fol- 
jowing gentlemea: ‘The Key. Dr. Hatfield, the 
Moderator of the Assembly; Justice W. H. Strong, 
of the Supreme Benoh; tho various Secretaries of 
the Boards of Home Missions, Dr. Herrick John- 
ron, of Chicago, and Dr. George L. Sfining, of the 
Woodland Presbyterian Church, Cleveiand. It 
was decided, after consultation, that the last 
named should make a personal inspection of the 
condition of the Nez Perces in order that a fair 
and authentic statement could, at the proper time, 
be made to the authorities at Washington. The 


selection was based on the fact that Dr. Sfining 
spent some of the best years of his life among the 
Indians, and could therefore more easily under- 
stand what he might see and hear. He has just 
returned from his tour of observation and has 
given your correspondent the first account thereof, 
which is here produced in his own language: _ 

I left civilization at Arkansaw City, Kan., 
three miles from the north line of the Indian Terri- 
tory, and drove down to the Ponca Agency, 36 
miles, and thence 14 miles to the Nez Perces 
Reservation. I was treated very kindly by Indtan 
Argent Woodyn, who has immediate supervision 
over the Otoes, Poncas, and Nez Perces. I ques- 
tioned him closely as to the character and conduct 
df the Nez Pere@® during the three years in whieh 
they bave been under his care. He spoke of them 
in the very highest terms. He said that they were 
the most tractable, inteliizent; and best disposi- 
tioned Indians he had ever had auything to do 
with. Iasked’him if they had ever given him 
trouble, and he said that he never had a case of 
discipline with any one of them. I asked him if 
they were addicted to the prevailing vices 
among the Indians, and his answer was, 
*No, they have no vices.’ I expressed sur- 
prise at this, inasmuch as know of no 

ite community of the same number of persons 
to whom sueh a character can be given. He said 
in reply: ‘They do not steal, they do not drink, 
they do not swear, and they observe the Sabbath. 
In proof of his assertion that they were honest he 
referred to the commissary department, * which,’ 
said he, * we never lock unless it be against some 
thieving white man or wandering wild Indian.’ 
He stated that the number now on the reservation 
Was 322; that the health of the community was 
not good: that they were mountain Indians, and 
that the climate in this low, malarial region was 
rapidly killing them off. The provision the Govern- 
ment has made for them is perhaps all that could be 
desired. They are not on the same footing as 
other Indians. They are the wards of the Govern- 
ment and have no anuuities. The Government 
makes an appropriation of $20,000 per year for their 
support, and from this is deducted the salary, in 
part, of the agent, the pbysician, the eoepenine, 
and the school teacher. The balance is delivered 
to them in rations. They receive no money from 
the Government. The supply of rations is sufil- 
cient to sustain them about four days out of every 
week. Besides their tepees they have several vab- 
Ins, and are encouraged to cultivate a few acres of 
land. The only money they make is what the sgquaws 

t by selling moccasins and gloves. I took aa 

ventory of the personal property of two orthree 
of these Indians from the books of the agency. It 
shows what some of them raised on their little 
patches of grouud last year. Jay Gould, as his 
mame appears on the books, raised 16 bushels of 
wheat, 60 of corn, 2 of potatoes. 35 melons, 7 
shickens, and has 5 cows, 2 calves, 6 horees, 2 colts, 
and his wife made $10 in selilng moccasins. Charlie 
Joe raised 12 bushels of corn, 344 of potatoes. 300 
melons, bas 6 cows, 2 calves, 9 horses, 72 chickens 
and took in for moccasins and ehickens $170. Chief 
Joseph raised 12 bushels of wheat, 150 of corn, 2 of 

tatoes, 100 melons, 100 chickens, and bas 4 cows, 

calf, § horses. and bis sguaw made and sold $50 
worth of moccasins and gloves. The whole tribe 
made about $2,500 last year. 

“Dr. Woodward, an intelligent young physician 
employed by the Government, resides among them, 
and divides his time between them and the Poncas. 
He has charge of the commisariat and a general 
oversight of affairs. lsaidto him: ‘Do youknow 
anything against these Indians? He replied: 
*i do not. They are the best Indians I ever 
met.’ How many tribes have you known?’ 
‘Ihave known four pretty intimately.’ *How 
do these cempare with the rest? ‘They 
are far above them in every way? *Doyouregard 
them asa virtuoustribe” ‘ Yes, Sir.’ ‘How many 
half-breeds are there amongthem’” ‘Only two.’ 
*Have you ever known of their stealing anything?’ 
*Never. ILhave known them two years, and have 
not known a single instance of theft, We never 
jock our Commissariat for fear that they will steal.’ 
‘Are they law-abiding’ ‘Yes, Sir. There has not 
been a crime committed since I have been here.’ 
*What about their family relations?’ ‘They are 
strongly attached to each other, and passionately 
tond of their children.’ ‘Are there any polygamists 
among them? * Not more than three or four, and 
| they are of the wild Indians,’ ‘What are tbe pre- 
vailing vices among them’ ‘That's a hard ques- 
tion. They don’t drink. They don’t gamble, steal, 
ordance. Ido not know that they have a single 

. ‘Doctor, what are their prevailing dils- 
eases” ‘Malaria, pneumonia, and consumption. 
Last yearl gave them over a hundred ounces of 
minine.” ‘Are their children healthy? ‘No, 
rt; there are but three young children among 
them.” ‘How do you account for the fact 
that out of i100 families but three small 
thildren are living?’ ‘°*On account of the 
Shange in the climate. These are moun- 
tain Indians, and cannot ‘live here. With 
but three exceptions no children that have been 
born to them here have reached the age of 3 
years.’ ‘If they are not removed to a more healtn- 
fui region what is your opinion as to the result?’ 
* Their fate is inevitable. They aredoomed. They 
must dwindle down and become extinct, and this 
is not only true of them, but it is true of other In- 
dians. Look at the Pawnees. When they came 
bere in 1875 they numbered 2,630; they now 
number 1,219. The Nez Perces came three 
or four years ago, uumbering 430; they 
now bumber ; I came here in 1881 from Ne- 
braska, and we brought 100 head of borses. In 
four months 26 of them died. I take my quinine 
almost as regular as I take my meals.’ 

“It was with a saddened heart that Ileft the doo- 
tor, and wept out upon the great prairie with the 
Rev. Archie Lawyer, who is himself a full-blooded 
Nez Perces, and the son of a chief, to visit the 
Indian burying-ground and count the graves. 
cannot forbear a passing word in reference to the 
person and character of Archie Lawyer. One sel- 
dom meets a more Magnificent specimen of 
physical manhood, a finer countenance, or a more 
noble character. He belonged to the peaceful 
Nez Perces, who declined to take the war-path in 
i877, and did all in their power to restrain Chief 
Joseph and the wild Indians from going to war. 
Gen. Howard speaks highly of him as an inter- 
preter and preacher, who rendered him valuable 
assistance in Idaho during the campaign. He is 
an illustrious example of the fruits of Indian mis- 
sions, begun in i837 by Spalding. among the Nez 
Perces. His surroundings in Idaho were comfort- 
able, and all that could be desired; but when he 
heard of the suffering condition of this defeated 
and exiled band, he left his native home, and 
with his wife and children came to this malarial 
elimate to reclaim these Indians and preach to 
them tbe word of life. He has remained faithfully 
at his post, and even when smitten down with 
Apalarial tever has preached to them when carried 
out and pillowea up at his cabin door. His wife's 
veslth has been enfeebled by the climate. They 
uave laid two ehildren away in their solitary bury- 
ng-cround, and the third and jast child was lying 
very low when Il wasthere. In wandering among 

> graves, Lawyer stopped and pointed to two 

yuunds, and said with a deep sob, ‘There 
sine!’ I counted avout 100 graves. Traces of 
some of them are almost obifterated. Over the 
grave of one, a wiid Indian, stood a swaying pole, 
on which wes a tinkling bell, which rang with a 
mournful sound as the wind swept those solitary 
plains. it was suggestive to my mind of the death 
knell of a race in whom grand possibilities have 
peen. 

“ Looking up fora moment, I discovered a soli- 
tary horseman, dressed as white men dress. 
He had stopped and was looking at me 
as I turned. It was Chief Joseph. He 
isa man somewhere between 85 and 40 years of 
age, of fine presence, near 6 feet in height, and 
weighing about 190 pounds. I was impressed with 
tie absence of the usual Indian characteristics in 
his features and bearing. He has a high forehead 
and open countenance, a mild, almost feminine, 
eye, astraight nose, his cheek-bones are not promi- 
nent. and he has a firmly set jew. He sat his horse 
easily, and Jooked upon the seene with an evident 
expression of sorrow. AfterI was introduced to 
him he pointed tothe graves and said, with sad- 
pess: * Keep this in your heart. Tell it tothe Great 
Father in Washington, that maybe his heart will be 
touched and he will take pity upon this suffering 
people.’ In all my conversation with Joseph he 
made no plea for himself. I doubt if he expects 
any leniency at the hands of the Government. As 
Gen. Sherman said, * War is cruel, and it is hard to 
refine it.’ Some barbarisms were committed, and 
some citizens were murdered in Idaho during the 
padien war. for which many residents of Idaho 

old Joseph personally responsible. The fates 
seemed to be against him, and yet it is 
extremely doubtful if any indictment would 
hold against him personally. ijt has never 
seemed just to the American people to hold the 
leaders in our late war with the South responsible 
,for the outlawry and the outrages committed in 
: their respective commands, But I wil] not discuss 
this aspect of the question further. We have the 
whites’ side of the campaign. The Indians have 
no newspapers, and but few advocates, and their 
side has never been published, save before the un- 
sleeping eye of omnipotent righteousness, J justify 
no wrongs, by whomsoever committed, but I cannot 
but believe that whatever wrongs and outrages may 
have been perpetrated by these Indians in their 
gallant struggle for their personal rights and na- 
tive land, have been atoned for in their suffering 
and years of exile. Through forced marches and 
terrible hardships. through shot and shell, and 
many a fiery ordeal, one-balf of this diminished 
band has been brought to humble and ioving 
submission to Jesus Christ. They avow their 
sorrow for all that they have done; they are 
genuinely penitent; they are dy off rapidiy, 
and they plead in pathetic terms for forgivenes 
and for removal, if not to their native land, at leas 
torome healthful climate where the chances of life 
are in their favor. There are not persons 


ng them who may be regarded as braves an 
warriors. They have turned their backs on eee 
evil ways and avow their intention of abandoning 
all their evil habits, of taking on our civilization, 
and remain'ng forever loyal and obedient to the 
Government. 

“ By previous arrangement, inthe afternoon a 
8 o'clock they assembled in the school-house, an 
through an interpreter, Archie Lawyer, [ spoke to 
them of Christian brotherhood, and exp the 
sympatby of our general assembly for them in 
their unfortuate condition. I caunseled obedience 
to law, loyalty to the Government, and patience 
in their misfortunes. Of this .counsel there 
seemed to have been no need, for during 
all these years they have made no effort to break 
away from their environments of death. After 
my address was concluded the chiefs and principal 
men arose in succession and expressed their sor- 
row for the pet, their love for the Goversment, 
and their submission to Christian principles and 
to civillaw.

‘**The General Assembly does not pretend to sit 
in juagmeat in this case on the merits of the In- 
dian war, nor would it pretend to dictate to the 
Government the most righveous and just course to 
pursue. It would simply plead the case on the 
grounds of common humanity. its committee 
bave no fault to find with the present polioy of the 
Government, and no criticism on the provisions the 
Government has made for these Indians where 
theyare. They have been treated kindiy, and 
every provisiun has been made at the agency 
for their wants. The resent Secretary of 
the Interior is a Western man, _ thor- 
oughly conversent with the Indian ques- 
tion in all its phases, and in my judgment we have 
never had a Secretary of the Interior better quali- 
fied tor his position than Mr. Teller. All we can 
do is to lay the matter before the proper authori- 
ties at Washington and plead that they may be re- 
moved toa more healthful climate. If it is not 
expedient that they should return to Idaho on ac- 
count of prejudice against them, we simply ask 
that they may be sent somewhere else. In order 
for their removal! a special act of Congress may be 
necessary. They now cost the Government $20,0u0 
ayear. The peaceful Nez Perses in Idaho offer to 
receive them back and provide for all their wants. 
If they are returned they wi!!! ask not one cent of 
aunnities or aid from the Governmest hereafter,” ,

A FARMER ON A FOX HUNT.

HIS DESCRIPTION OF REYNARD’S DEATH AND 
THE SPORT IN GENERAL, 


The Meadow Brook Club bad a hunt Satur- 
day, and a Timgs reporter met in the evening, near 
Westbury, Long Island, a farmer who was at the 
finish. The wet sand stuck to the wheels of the 
farmer’s wagon, and the horse was reluctant 
to pull the load. “Gol dern you!’ said 
the farmer as the mare stopped stone 
still. He brought asmail-sized tree down on the 
back of his horse with a resounding bang, and the 
mare gave such a jump that ihe farmer was nearly 


jerked over the back of the seat. 

"There was as many as 25 on ’em out to-day, 'n 
they had i8 hounds,” continued the farmer. ‘* The 
dogs made more noise then a apple-parin’ bee. 
The huntsman—that’s what they call °em—draggeda 
first an anise-seed bag from Newcastle, round 
through Wheatley and Old Newbury, down here to 
Westbury. Dern your old bide, git up there. You 

Jiain't good fer nothin’ except eatin’, and dern me 
it you can’t do more o’ that’n any two horses I 
know on.” 

“The horse is tired, isn’t it 7” 

“Tired ?’ asked the farmer, as he nearly broke 
the mare’s back with the sapling, ‘‘Stranger, that 
mare is lazier’n a hired man. Well, as I 
was tellin’ on you. the fox was then let 
loose. The derned cuss sot still and wouldn’t 
stir a peg. The huntsman lammed stones 
at ‘im ’n he started to run. He run half a 
mile over to the Quaker meetin’-house and tried to 
hide his tarnel carcass in the shed. The hounds 
come upon ’im. They didn’t leave much more’n 
the head and tail—they call the tail the 
brush—and the first man who got there 
took that. That’s what they chase the 
fox for, to get them. They run close on to 15 miles, 
and the hunt was one of the best they’ve baa.

Alexandre Dumas pére, on the only occasion 
on which he sought election as a Deputy, published 
as a substitute for an electoral address the follow- 
ing account of his labors and earnings for the period 
of 20 years: “ During this time,” he says, “ I have 
composed 400 volumes and 85 dramas. Of these 
400 volumes an average of 4,000 copies were pub- 
lished, realizing a total of about £470,000. The 85

My volumes have brought 
in: To composers, £10,560; to pressmen, £25,120;

culating libraries, £183,200, and to designers, £1,120 
—which gives a total of £478,144. My plays have

figurants, £14,000; to watchmen and firemen, 
£2,800; to wood merchants, £2,800; to dress-

poor, £25,200; to bill-stickers, £3,200; to sweepers, 
#800; to insurers, £2,400; to overseers and work- 
men, £5,600; to engineers, £7,200, and to hair- 
dressers, £3,720; which gives a total of £250,400, 
The daily wages being fixed at about 2s. 6a., and 
there being 300 working days in the year, my books 
have for 20 years given wages to 692 persons. My 
plays have for 10 years afforded a livelihood for 347 
versons in Paris.

STAGE EVENTS IN LONDON 


PIECHS FOR SHOW AND THE NEW- 
EST SUCCHSSFUL ONE. 
BUCHANAN AND HARRIS AND THEIR ‘‘ SAILOR 

AND HIS LASS’’—THE ADVANTAGES OF 


JOINT AUTHORSHIP. 

Lonpon, Oct. 16.—Last night the long- 
promised and often-postponed new “ grand nauti- 
cal sensation drama” of ‘‘A Sailor and His Lass,” 
by Robert Buehanan and Augustus tarris, was at 
length produced at Drury-Lane Theatre. The re- 
peated postponement of the play was due to more 
than one cause. in the first place, it is got up with 
more than usually elaborate scenic effects, the stage 
“set” being extraordinarily numerous and compli- 
cated, especially in the case of a wonderfully 
realistic ship scene, the machinery of which fairly 
broke down in the course of rehearsal and had to 
be entirely reconstructed. Again, the Lord Cham- 
berlain—that terrible authority who watches go 
carefully over the morals and politics of our stage 
—demurred to a proposed reproduction of the 
famous Fenian dynamite explosion in Charles- 
street, Westminster, which was to form one of the 
sensations! features of the piece, and progress 
could not be made until the great affair had been 
so arranged as not to shock his lordship's sense 
of propriety. So, Mr. Harris, after many announce- 
ments of his intention to produce the plece on a 
particular night, was compelled to promise the 
performance with the qualifying and pious reser- 
vation of “D. V.," which irreverent persons have 
translated as meaning, “If the Lord Chamberlain 
and the machinist are willing.’ However, the 
great censor of the stage is at last pacified and the 
Deus ex machind has at length allowed the ship to 
be launched, and so the new Drury-Lane venture 
has been started on what promises to be a fairly 
prosperous career. 

The joint composition of ** A Sailor and his Lass” 
is the outcome of a practice long in vogue on the 
French stage but until lately not so common in 
England. Somehow or other our dramatic authors 
have failed to appreciate the advantages of col- 
laboration. Each has preferred to work “on his 
own hook,” scorning all assistance, and the result 


has often been failure where success might have 
been assured. Nevertheless, ina few instances in 
the past collaboration, either avowed or concealed, 
has really had the happiest effects. The late Mr. 
Tom Taylor, for instance, probably never produced 
a more suceessful or charming play than * New 
Men and Old Acres,”’ which he wrote in conjunctioa 
with Mr. Augustus Dubourg, while Mr. James Al- 
bery's happiest effort, “* Two Roses,.”’ is believed to 
have owed its great success mainly to the assist- 
ance he received from a judicious stage manager. 
It is indeed the opinion of our best critics that the 
dearth of really good acting plays from which we 
have so long been suffering has been dve to the 
want of a solid experience of stage effect united 
to literary ability, and these are taculties not often 
combined in oneandthe same person. Even a 
clever novice working with a good practical stage 
manager may turn oat a better play than a man 
of the greatest literary skill rejecting such help. 
Of this we have had several examples of late years. 
Mr. Brandon Thomas, a young and untried author, 
working with Mr. C. B. Stephenson, a sound old 
stager, produced a capital playin “Comrades,” 
and * The Silver King,” one of the greatest hits of 
our time, is, as every one knows, the joint produc- 
tion of Mr. H. A. Jones, a comparatively new man 
and Mr. Henry Herman, an excellent practica 
stage manager. Nor are even the most distin- 
guished of our literary dramatists now above call- 
ing in the help of men experienced in what I may 
term ‘‘stage Carpentry.” Thus Mr. Charlies Reade 
not long ago condescended to work with such a 
thoroughly practical man as Mr. Henry Pettitt, and 
the joint outcome of their labors was an excellent 

fece *‘ Love and Money.” Mr. Pettitt, again, has 
ately been co-operating with Mr, George R. Sims, 
and the two between them have turned out * In 
the Ranks,” which is playing at the Adelphi to 
literally overflowing houses, In the course of a 
few weeks, too, we shall have at the Princess’s a 
new piece by Mr. W. G. Wills and Mr. Boor Her- 
man, end meanwhile we find that Mr. Robert 
Buchanan, who has never, except perhaps in aa 
case of his ** Storm-Beaten” at the Adelphi,achieve 
any marked success on the stage, going into part- 
nership with Mr. Augustus‘Harris, and composing a 

lay which, with all its fauits, at any rate is some 
Paing that Mr. Buchanan never produced on bis 
own aceount, a good apting drama. 

I had the privilege of being one of a small andi- 
ence of some 20 or 30 persons invited to witness a 
* dress rebearsal” ofthe new play at Drury-Lane 
on Saturday night, and the performance under 
these conditions was equally instructive and amus- 
ing. It was instructive, inasmuch as such a trial 
should teach the captious critic hew great are the 
difficulties with which the most painstaking of 
managers haye to contend, difficulties which can 
only be appreciated by actually seeing the efforts 
made to overcome them. It was amusing, as the 
process of preparation, presenting the perform- 
ances in their two-fold capacity as, 80 tospeak, pub- 

ic and private characters, give rise to the 
oddest incongruities. Then Mr, Augustus Harris, 
the manager, upon whom the whole weight of the 
work of getting up and direoting the performance 
devolves, plays in the piece the part of a gallant 
young sailor who is always rescuing people in dis- 
tress, and who by the machinations ofa band of vil- 
lians is accused of marder, tried, and condemned to 
death. To give some idea how matters go at 
a dress rehearsal in these circumstances, let me 
describe some of the incidents as I witnessed 
them, premising that Mr. Augustus Harris, with 
that conscientiousness which always distinguishes 
him, * acts’’ as energetically at a rehearsal with 
only acouple of dozen spectators before him as 
he does on * the night’”’ toa crowded house. The 
scene isacourt of justice, the barristers assem- 
bled in their wigs and gowns and the public gath- 
ered to hear the trial. The prisoner guarded by 
wardens is placed in the dock. A subdued mur- 
mur passes through the court. ‘ Louder, louder,” 
cries the prisoner, ‘“‘make more noise! You are 
ready enough to make a row when it isnot want- 
ed and now no one can hear you. Now louder !” 
The buzzing in court being at last loud enough to 
satisfy the accused man, the jury enter, a shabby, 
feeble-looking lot certainly. “ Now then,” exclaims 
this extraordinary prisoner, * don’t come sneak- 
ing in like that. Hold your heads up and let every- 
body see you. Then go back and come in again.” 
But this ie nothing to the gross contempt of court 
of which the prisoner {s guilty when the Judges 
themselves make their appearance. Fancy a man 
standing manacled in the dock with the weight of 
the most terrible of charges crushing him down, 
addressing the great and dignified functionaries 
who are about to try him for bis life in this wise: 
“ That won’t do! That won’t do! You haven't to 
hide yourselves under those desks. You have got to 
sit bebind them. Go back, go back! Allover 
again!” Andso the ermined Judges, at the bid- 
ding of this bold prisoner, sneak out of court and 
return in a manner with which he at last expresses 
himself satisfied. The scene changes. It is 
the condemned cell, and the prisoner sits 
alone. heartbroken, unjustly doomed to dle. 
Presently the Governor of the jail enters. The 
condemned man rises respectfully. ‘‘I have eome 
to tell you, Harry Hastings,’’ says the Governor, 
“that—that”"— ‘‘You cannot hope for mercy,” 
whispers a voice in the distance. ‘ Yes—that vou 
cannot hope for merey. Yourtime is short—iet 
me abjure you—” “No, no,” breaksin the up- 
happy prisoner, ‘‘conjure you, man; conjure you.” 
“Yes—I beg pardon—conjure you to make yuur 
peace with Heaven.” Here the Governor, over- 
come by emotion or loss of memory, breaks 
down, the prisoner orders him to leave the cell, 
and a gentleman with a manuscript in his hand 
delivers the last touching words 
of the officer of the law. How the «ondemned 
man escapes from jail and actually appears 
in the street outside the walls of the prison in 
which he isto be hanged, and bullies the Sheriffs 
who have arrived to superintend his execution; 
how he goes into agonies of wrath because they 
will not toll the bell that announces his impending 
doom, and how, being apperentiy recaptured, he 
is pinioved and led toward the scaffold, yet inter- 
feres in the most audacious manner with every de- 
tail of the last dismal preparations for his own 
death, I need not describe. Seriously, Mr. Harris 
worked as hard as manager ever did to secure the 
success of his play, and be well deserved the en- 
thusiastic applause of a crowded audience which 
last night rewarded his efforts. 

It is hardly necessary to say more about the plot 
of the piece thun may he gathered from what I 
have said already, for, to tell the truth, the story, 
though exciting enough, is not particularly novel. 
It is little more than a peg whereon to hanga 
series of sensational scenes, and the literary skill of 
Mr. Robert Buchanan does not conspicuously shine 
in it. The scenic effects, however, are for the 
most part very striking, and in some instances 
original. Nothing, for example, went better than 
the real shower of rain in the second act, while the 
dynamite explosion behind the scenes, accom- 
panied by a tremendous fallof broken glass from 
the windows of the houses on the stage, duly im- 
pressed the audience. The great ship scene, the 
working of whieh had given so much trouble, 
hardly repaid the pains bestowed uponit. The 
vessel, a two-masted bark, was very solidly built 
up, and by means of a movable side the cabins and 
bunks, and what was going on in them, were ex- 
hibited, as well as the action on deck. But 
Iam afraid that if its details had been criticised by 
an oxpert—say, Mr. Clark Russell, the “ Seafarer’’ 
of the “aily Velegraph—it would not have been 
found above reproavh. Sails do not flap idly 
against the mast when a sbip is bowling along be- 
fore a fresh breeze, nor is a vessel wholly station- 
ary when a rouch sea is rolling beneath her. ‘The 
plece is played in that robust, energetic style 
which Mr. Harris seems to have imported from the 
south side of the Thames, and which has a muiti- 
tude of admirers even on our more fastidious 
northern sbores. Mr. Harris himself is the life 
and soul of the play, and aots with an earnestness 
asthe gallant young sailor whieh is simply irre- 
sistible. 

On Saturday we havetwo first performances. At 
the St. James’s** Young Folks’ Ways,’”’ by Mrs. Bur- 
nett and Mr. W, H. Gillette, fonnded on Mrs. Bur- 
nett’s story of ‘‘Ksmeralda,”’ is to be produced in 
the evening witha very strong cast. comprising 
Mr. Hare, Mr. Kendal, Mrs. Kendal, Mrs. Herman 
Vezin, and Miss Webster, of whom report speaks 
very favorably, and who is to make her début in 
London on this oceasion. At a morning perform- 
ance on the same day at the Strand a new comedy in 
three acts called *‘ Hard Up,” by Edward Righton, 
will be given. The piece is original, and the cen- 
tral character, played by the author, is that of an 
uneducated man, who, having become rich, wishes 
to bea“ gentieman.’ it is a type we have often 
seen presented on the stage before, but in this case 
the treatment ls said to be of a somewhat novel 
character, the aspiring parvenu showing himself 
to be more entitled to sympathy than deriaiop

To the Rdttor of the New-York Tames: 

There area good many politicians in both 
parties who are fully persuaded that neither party 
has anything to gain by favoring free trade, nor 
anything to lose by openly opposing it. Such per- 
sons would do well to study the returns of the 
Iowa election, which have just been completed, al- 
though the elestion took place some weeks ago. 
Iowa is the stanchest Republican State in the 
Union, with the single exception of Vermont. 
These two States are the only ones which have 
invariably given a Republican majority since the 
party was formed. In 1880, Garfieid’s plurality 
over Hancock in Iowa was 78,000, and his clear ma- 
jority over all others about 45,000. The Republi- 
cans carried every one of the existing 11 Congres- 
sional Distriots by large majorities. In 1883, upon 


& vote as large as in 1880, the my pres plurality 
for Governor is only 25,000, and his clear majority 
over both opposing candidates only 2,000. The Re- 
publican loss is 19,000, the Democratic gain 84,000; 
making a net Republican loss in majority of 53,000, 
No State election in the last three years 
has shown so greata Republican loss in proportion 
to the entire voie. Compared with the result in 
Iowa, the result in Ohio might fairly be called al- 
most a Repubjican victory. In the lower branch 
of the Legislature, which was all elected this year, 
the Republiean majority. over all others, has been 
cut down from 42 to 2. The Democrats and Green- 
backers united upon the Legislative tickets 
throughout the State, and their candidates gen- 
erally received a much larger vote than the com- 
bined yote of the opposition on Governor. 
When the returns are all in, there is little 
room for doubt that on the Legislative ticket the 
Republicans will be in a minority of nearly 3,000, 

As already said, in 1880 the Republicans carried 
every one of the existing Congressional districts; 
in the next Congress there will be only six Repubil- 
cans, against fiye Democrats, the Democrats hay- 
ing gained four members last year and one this 
year. But if the Congressional elections for the 
State had all been heldthis year, the Republicans 
would have lost three more districts—the First, 
Third, and Eighth—all which elected Republicans 
only last year, but now give an opposition ma- 
jority. This tremendous ehange has generally 
been attributed to the introduction of the temper- 
ance question, and it has been assumed 
that if the Republicans had not indorsed 
a pronibitory liquor law they could have 
carried the State by about the usual ma- 
jority. But while itis true that a very large part, 
probably the greater part, of the Republican loss 
has been due to the agitation of the liquor ques- 
tion, it is not true that this accounts for the whole 
of the change o- apything like it. The Greenback 
Party, casting 23,000 votes this year, were almost 
all Prohibitionists, and they never would have 
united with the Democrats upon the Congressional 
and Legislative tickets for the sake of Geteonng 
prohibition. Thousands of Prohibitionists vote 
the Democratic ticket this year, and thousands 
more yoted for it who have no strong feeling one 
way or the other with respect to prohibition. 
But the Republican Party, for the first time in its 
history in Iowa, put a protective tariff plank in its 
platform, and caused its orators to preach protes- 
tion all over the State. On the other hand, both 
the Democrats and Greenbackers declared in favor 
of free trade and forced a contest upon that issue, 
This point of agreement enabled both these other- 
wise conflicting parties to act together in the can- 
vass upon nearly all Legislative tickets. The Le- 
gislature has the ehoice of a successor to Senator 
Allison, and the combined opposition to him has 
come dangerously near to his defeat. He has, in- 
deed, only been saved by the fact that nearly one- 
half of the upper branch of the Legislature held 
over, all but one of the Senators thus holding 
over being Republicans. And he has run thus near 
to defeat mainly in consequence of his novel ad- 
vocacy of a high protective tariff, a measure which, 
in former years, he earnestly and ably opposed. 
Many thousands of earnest free traders voted with 
the Republican Party this year, as they had in the 

ast, belleviag that the State’s interests were safer 
n the hands of that party, and that it would not 
again puta protective plank in its platform. The 
great mass of church members in the interior of 
the State, led by nine-tenths of the Protestant 
clergy, were vehement supporters of the Republi- 
can ticket, solely upon the ground that it fa- 
yored a probibitory liquor law. But one of 
the most significant proofs of the growth and 
strength of the free trade sentiment in the 
State is to be fonnd in the fact that the Democrats 
made little or no gain in the large towns and river 
counties, where the opposition to a prohibitory 
law is almost unanimous, while they made large 
and general gains in the interior counties, where 
prohibition is popular and always carries a large 
majority of the votes. 

If the Republican managers still think that the 
advocacy of high protective duties will save the 
party In 1884, or if the Democratic managers think 
that trimmers like Mr. Randall, or high tariff ad- 
yocates like Mr. Payne, will make thelr best lead- 
ers in the Presidential canvass, they bad better 
carefully study the election returns of Iowa in 
1883.

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MORZ DISFIGUREMENT AT THE FALLS. 
Niagara Falls Correspondence of the Toronto Globe. 

The great question of interest here now is, 
of course, the carrying out of the park project. It 
is indeed a pity that steps looking to some such 
project as this had not been taken sooner, and 
this is especially true of what will be the American 


portion of the park. Mills’ coal-yards and railway 
tracks now occupy and disfigure what ought to 
have been one of the most desirable portions of 
the proposed park on the American side of the 
river, and already the requirements of traffic 
and the demands of individual interests are 
making themselves disagreeably prominent on 
the Canada side, but still there is much of 
the natural grace and beauty left that 
ought by all possible means to be preserved. 
The construction of atrack leading to the new 
bridge by the Michigan Central Railway Com- 
pany has already made sad havoc with the 
beauties of the romantic-looking cliff above the 
Horseshoe Fall. For a long distance along this 
hitherto wooded precipice all its sylvan beauties 
have given place to an unsightly bank of red clay. 
In time, of course, vegetation of some kind may 
take root on this unsightly embankment, but un- 
less some special effort be made to induce sucha 
result it will be many years before the injury 
inflicted thus on Niagara’s environments will be 
repaired. East of the convent the pastoral beauty 
of the grassy heighths has been almost hopelessly 
destroyed by the disposal that has been made of 
the material taken out of the excavation for the 
road bed, The engineering necessities of the work 
in this immediate locality have demanded a long, 
deep cutting, and a very large portion of the red 
clay taken out of this great cutting has been de- 
posited in irregular and unsightly heaps and ridges 
upon the grassy flats and slopes adjacent to the 
railway. Much could be done to mitigate in a few 
years the worst features of this act of vandalism, 
ut unless some effort be made at leveling, top- 
solling, and seeding these great stretches of red 
clay in the locality strangers visiting Niagara will 
scarcely form a very favorable opinion of the 
wstheticism of the Canandian people.

PREVAILING CARELESSNESS OF LIFE. 
From the Philadeiphia Ledger. 

The advance of discovery and inventioh, 
while it has produced machines which almost 
seem to think, has caused inattention to the obvi- 
ous point that the utmost perfection of skill can 
never invest matter with the power of observation, 
thought, volition, or with the possession of pru- 
dence and caution. The forces of nature may, in 
a metaphorical sense, be put in harness, but man 


must never relax his hold upon the reins or cease 
to watoh the agencies he has employed. In the 
over-coufidence which mechanical skili places in 
its own inventions lies the secret of many of the 
fearful accidents, so called, which lead to the sac- 
rifice of human life and the destruction of prop- 
erty. The present century is remarkable for the 
application of forces at which our ancestors would 
have stooa aghast. But in the pursuit of wonder- 
ful results by chemical and mechanical agents the 
safety of life has been too much overlooked. It 
is quite time that the question should be 
more carefully considered, whether or not the 
human being is of more value than the perfection 
of machinery. The so-called accidents and disas- 
ters which appall us in almost every day’s report 
are really incident to the inattentiveness to life, 
which the improvements of machinery and of 
science have increased, if not created. en may 
well be proud of the great results which have fol- 
lowed human skill: but when their exultation is 
dampened by disaster, it is well to consider wheth- 
er the human thinking machine has not been too 
much pushed aside. Man cannot delegate his rea- 
soning faculties to machinery, and no perfection of 
mechanism can avoid the necessity of constantly 
watching the work of the powerful agencies which 
have been called into action. Whatever machines 
are constructed none can dispense with the man. 
He Is the only “ automatic’ power, the only real 
**governor.”’ Andto just the extent that be is 
dispensed with the danger of human ingenuity is 
increased. 
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THE POPE AND THE PILGRIMS. 

Rome diapatch to the London Standard. 
Impressive as was the ceremony [the recep 
tion of the pligrims by the Pope at St. Peter's] 
itself, the pilgrimage did not by any means satisfy 
the anticipations of its promoters. More than half 
the number of those assembled in the Vatican 


Basiliea were Romans, aimost exclusively of the 
lower half ef the middle class, and largely com- 
posed of women and priests, There was a dis- 
graceful scene of confusion and struggling at the 
entrance to the sacristy appointed for the Roman 
pilgrims. The Pope, who appeared to be feeble 
and overcome with ascending with assistance 
the steps of his throne, spoke with great 
vigor and vehemence until toward the close. 
He said, with great emphasis, there was 
no truth in the foolish and mendacious asser- 
tion that the Papacy was an enemy of Italy. That 
accusation could not stand against the testimony 
of history, and the researches now being made 
would throw the light of increased splendor on the 
Pontificate,not only from a religious and moral point 
of view, but also from a political and social. His 
Holiness affirmed energetically the supreme neces- 


sity for both spiritual and territorial independence | 


and ilberty, and called upon ali present to be 
united in their strict duty of showing themselves 
openly devoted to the Apostolic See, and desirous 
thatthe Pontificate should be free and respected. 
Finally, he recommended prayer as the most po-

M. Jules Verne has never written books 
strongly marked with common sense; they 
have, on the contrary, offered unusual exam- 
ples of the violation of all sensible ideas, and 
the successful violation. For their bold disre- 
gard of possibilities was in the nature of humor 
and made the readersmile. But, as the ready 
writers of dime novels discovered to their 
this kind of litérature has to be done with no 


mean skill or it degenerates from the impoasi- 
ble-humorous to the impossible-idiotice. '* God- 
frey Morgan” is a melancholy example of 
the impossible-idiotic. The description of San 
Francisco is not so bad, because it is just as 
bad as Jules Verne could make 1t, never hay- 


ing seen it, and being at no pains to study it 
up from guide-books, The ** State” of Utah, 
the auctioneer and his crier, with those re 
markably Yankee names, Felpong and Gin- 
grass; the *Kanucks,” Biack + Gros

The weekly statement of the Associated Banks 
issued from the Clearing-house on Saturday last 
was again an unfavorable exhibit.

500, and an expansion in circulation of 300. 
The movement forthe week results in a loss in 
reserve of $200,325, and the banks now hold $807,- 
550 less than the legal requirements. The banks 
lost less than $100,000 net to the interior, but they 
were drawn upon for $2,148,924, chiefly gold, to pay 
Customs duties, and the Treasury operations re- 
suited in a loss to them of $1,100,000.

Mr. Micnaex. J. Dapy isa fine example 

of “‘ regular’’ Republicanism as it is defined 
and upheld in this State by a small but ac- 
tive body of politicians and a few news- 
papers of little and constantly lessening 
influence. Mr. Dapy is a resident of 
the Second Assembly District, compris- 
ing the Second and Fourth Wards of 
Brooklyn. This district was carried last 
year by the Republicans for the first time, 
their candidate, Mr. Bernarp J. Mc.Ho - 
LAND, being elected to the Assembly by the 
slender majority of 53 votes out of a total 
poll of 3,788. It is the wish of the 
Republicans of the district to renomi- 
nate Mr. MoctHoLtuanp, who was a 
very acceptable representative and is 
sufficiently popular to make his re-election 
possible even in this strongly Democratic 
district. But he refuses to be the tool of 
Mr. Dany, and that highly ‘‘regular’’ Re- 
publican and Federa) office-holder is using 
the power of his position to “ pack’’ against 
him the convention which is to be held to- 
night. Yet when decent Republicans or 
newspapers representing their opinions speak 
out in condemnation of fellows like Dany, 
all the yelping pack of intensely ‘‘ regular’ 
Republican organs cry out against them as 
having gone over to the Democracy. Of 
the two kinds of Republicanism Tax Times 
decidedly prefers that professed and prac- 
ticed by the possibly ‘‘irregular’’ but very 
much larger and cleaner element of the 
party which has nothing but detestation for 
the Dadys and what they represent. 

The list of awards to American exhibitors 
at the International Fisheries Exhibition is a 
jong one.

The Prohibitionists of Brooklyn showed 
their idea of temperance. and decency yes- 
terday by howling down one of their 
number who dared to say that it 
was & poor way to advance temper- 
ance to help elect the liquor-dealers’ can- 
didate. Mr. T. C. Crontn, the speaker 
in question, showed that Mayor Low had 
administered the law as he found it honest- 
ly and firmly, and that in his private life he 
was free from excess and from intemper- 
ance. Butthe meeting had met to denounce 
Mr. Low and not to do him justice. Mr. 
BEECHER, in his last evening’s sermon, 
pointed out some facts which the Prohibi- 
tionists would do well to consider. 


The Herald and Joun KE.ty are ‘ out’ 
again, and there are signsthat the rupture 
will be followed by a period of recrimina- 
tion as bitter as their brief season of 
apparently mutual esteem was sweet 
and satisfactory. That the tie which 
bound these temporarily accordant minds 
was fated to snap under the first strain 
put upon it has been easy to see, and 
for that reason we have regretted to see our 
contemporary trying to admire Mr. Ke.ty, 
not only because it was hard work for it, 
but because no newspaper which believes in 
honest politics and good government can 
freely and fairly discuss municipal affairs 
without severely criticising the Tammany 
chief and endeavoring to set the voters of 
the City against him and hisevil, selfish pur- 
poses. The Herald will find it better to be 
against Keniy than for him. 


San Francisco papers call the attention of 
the authorities to the illicit arrival of Chi- 
nese coolie laborers at that port. Thetreaty 
permits the entrance of Chinese persons 
who come for purposes of “curiosity or 
trade,” and it is now charged that horny- 
handed sons of toil who come here to 
make cigars and wash clothes disguise them- 
selves in silk attire as merchants and tourists. 
These dark tricks would be expensive 
if it were not for the alleged fact that the 
good clothes of the unlawful immigrants 
are merely borrowed, not purchased out- 
right. The Argus-eyed Californians maintain 
a watch so vigilant that even a laborer dis- 
guised as a gentleman can hardly squeeze 
through our half-open door. Buta really 
patriotic citizen, flattered by the eagerness 
with which foreigners seek our shores, 
might be willing that so much ingenuity as 
that exhibited by the self-smuggling Chinese 
should not pass unrewarded by success. 


Lord Saispury is not avery keen or a 
very far-sighted politician, but in directing 
the attention of Englishmen to the wretched- 
ness of London artisans and _ laborers 
in their squalid dwellings he has 
very unexpectedly fired the Conserva- 
tive organs with a new party zeal, 
and has put the Liberals under a disadvan- 
tage similar to that which DisRaz.tr pre- 
pared for them when he introduced the Re- 
form bill of 1867. But to point out evils is 
one thing, to devise remedies quite another. 
For this latter task Lord SaLispury has no 
special fitness. The best plan he can sug- 
gest is that the working population of the 
metropolis should be transferred to new 
homes outside the town, where houses 
should be built for them with State funds. 
It would be easy to build model tene- 
ments in the suburbs, but the London 
laborers could not be induced to quit their 
mean and dirty city hovels to go and live in 
them. Any scheme of philanthropy which 
does not recognize the unwillingness of la- 
borers, and even of the starving poor, to em- 
igrate from the crowded quarters of 
a town is foredoomed to fail. Lord 
Satispury will probably be forced to 
undergo the political humiliation of seeing 
the Liberals till the field which he has opened 
up; and certainly the party now in power 
will be false to its own interests and to hu- 
manity if it does not take up the work of 
cleansing London. The condition of things 
described in the pamphlet called the ‘‘Bit- 
ter Cry of Outcast London” is worse than 
anything in downtrodden Ireland. 


TO THE REPUBLICANS OF THE 
STATE. 

The Democrats of New-York havechosen 
to make the contest this year in this State a 
preliminary to the national contest. Gov. 
CLEVELAND, who was not, and never could 
have been, elected by Democratic votes, 
has yielded to the excitement caused by 
the result in Ohio, and openly appealed to 
his party to rally, not for this year, but for 
next. He and his friends were very confi- 
dent, when that appeal was made, that they 
could carry the State by a considerable ma- 
jority, and they desired to serve notice on 
the party in other States that the victory 
must be credited to CLEVELAND. 

They are not so confident now. Proba- 
bly, if they could do so, they would with- 
draw the notice they have served. Their 
plans included harmony in New-York, and 
have badly miscarried. There is no harmo- 
ny ‘‘in the districts,’’ as JoHN KELLY calls 
them, and Tammany proposes to do two 
things—to retain its hold on local patronage 
through the Board of Aldermen and to show 
its strength throughout the City. Two weeks 
since Ke.iy advanced as an argument for 
harmony the significant question, ‘‘ What 
will become of the State ticket?’’ We ad- 
vise our Republican friends throughout the 
State to study Mr. Keiiy’s conundrum. It 
is full of encouragement for the friends of 
good government and the Republican cause. 

With a full vote and a full attendance of 
Republicans this State is Republican. In 
1880 the registration in New-York ran up 
to 216,929; the Democrats got a majority 
in the City of 41,285, and were beaten 
in the State. In 1881, with a _ registra- 
tion of 170,419, they had a majority of 
36,732, and were beaten in the State. This 
year the registration is 182,144. The Demo- 
crats must get out of that total at least 
45,000 majority, and probably 50,000, or 
they will be beaten in the State. They 
cannot get it. Mr. Keiiy, who has staked 
everything on the control of the Board of 
Aldermen, has given his orders. and they 


will not . 
‘the Democratic candidate for Attorney- 
General, who has been laboring night and 
day for the harmony which he knows is 
necessary to save the State ticket, has given 
up in despair and gone home. 

Republicans must understand that it is not 
simply a question whether the Democrats 
can carry this State by a vote so large as to 
secure CLEVELAND'S nomination for Presi- 
dent next year. They have given that up. 
They are now struggling against the defeat 
which they have owned in advance would 
be a fatal handicap for any candidate for 
next year. The ticket which was put up 
with such confidence, and so arbitrarily, at 
Buffalo, turns out to be very weak. 
It is assailed by the Democrats them- 
selves, for various reasons, not very 
consistent with each other, but none the 
less effective. When the two tickets were 
placed in the field we asked our opponents 
to make the fight fairly on State issues. 
We were not afraid of the introduction of 
the Presidential question, but we believed 
that it was the part of practical common 
sense for a community having to choose State 
officials and a large part of its Legislature to 
choose them with reference to the work 
they had todo. The Democrats have evad- 
ed that challenge. They were so sure that 
they would win that they openly staked the 
fortunes of Gov. CheveLanp and those of 
their party next year on their success. Since 
they have taken that ground, we shall fol- 
low them. They will be taken at their word, 
and if the Republicans outside this City 
do their duty, the polls will close next week 
Tuesday on a Republican victory. 


“‘ HELPING’ Mk. DOWNING. 


Bensamin W. Downie is a Democratic 
candidate for the Senate. He was recently 
District Attorney for Queens County. He 
has been removed by Gov. CLEVELAND on the 
ground that he had accepted money given 
‘* for the purpose of stimulating his zeal in 
the prosecution of an indictment.’’ The 
Governor has reviewed the case in full 
with entire candor and_ considerable 
ability. Two checks were paid to the 
order of Downrne. One he acknowl- 
eged that he had received; the other was 
shown to have been indorsed by him before 
it was cashed. He denied receiving it, but 
the Governor concludes that he did. Down- 
ING was subsequently sued for the full 
amount of both checks. He paidthe money, 
took the checks, and destroyed them. That 
action, the Governor thinks, ‘‘ cannot be sat- 
isfactorily explained, except on the theory 
that the checks were delivered to Mr. 
Downine and for the purpose charged.’’ 
Downie pretended that he took money 
to pay for extra detective work. The 
Governor says he ‘‘cannot for a moment 
entertain the belief that either of the checks 
was received by him for the purpose of pay- 
ing for detective services,’’ and he goes on 
to point out that, asa matter of fact, there 
were no such services rendered. Here, then, 
is the Governor’s decision that Downine 
was a bribe-taker and a liar, practically em- 
phasized by his removal from office. 

Will Downrne resign his nomination? 
Not at all. Do the Democrats of his dis- 
trict desire it? Not in the least. The 
Chairman of the County Committee and 
other Democratic notabilities, Judges, ex- 
Congressmen, &c., are flocking about him, 
begging him to ‘‘stick.’”’ One Judge Law- 
RENCE, of Flushing, declares that the Gov- 
ernor’s action will help Downinc. Why 
not? The fact that the charges were in the 
Governor’s hands he!ped him to get the nomi- 
nation. The Governor’s verdict of guilty 
ought to help his election. Queens County 
Democrats have it at heart to teach their 
Governor that turning out a Democratic 
rascal is interfering with local politics, and 
that a man is none the less fit to represent 
them in the State Senate because he takes 
bribes and lies to cover it up. 





FEDERAL OFFICERS’ FEES. 

The recent publication of a letter said to 
have been written by Wriiram H, Smuyrtu, 
while United States Marshal for Georgia, to 
one of his Deputies, and the report made by 
a Special Agent of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau, concerning the seizure of ‘‘ sham’”’ 
illicit stills in South Carolina, direct atten- 
tion to the way in which Federal officers 
may arouse the righteous indignation of the 
people by an abuse of their power, If the 
letter said to have been written by SmytH 
is a genuine paper, it is clear that he urged 
one of his Deputies to increase his fees 
by inducing railway employes to as- 
sist him without pay, and by _ re- 
porting the names of these employes as 
‘‘guards” and drawing pay for their 
services. Special Agent Powers found 
evidence showing that Deputy Marshals 
engaged in seizing and destroying the illicit 
stills of ‘‘moonshiners’’ were not satisfied 
with the fees earned by making raids upon 
actual violators of the law and by captur- 
ing stills which the outlaws bad been using, 
but conspired with other persons to defraud 
the Government by setting up ‘‘sham”’ 
stills of their own, which they afterward 
captured, in this way securing additional 
fees by fraud. He also diseovered that citi- 
zens had been repeatedly arrested by Deputy 
Marshals on trivial charges, apparently for 
the sole purpose of drawing the fees which 
are allowed for arrests made upon good and 
sufficient grounds. 

The war against the illicit distillers has 
been vigorously carried on for some years. 
The work of the officers of the law has been 
full of danger. Much blood has been shed 
and many lives have been lost. Every one 
knows that illicit distilling is an industry in 
which thousands of persous in the mountain 
regions of the South have been engaged. 
Not until Special Agent Powers made his 
investigation was it shown, however, that 
*‘sham”’ stills had been ‘‘planted,’’ and 
there is no reason to believe that more than 
half a dozen or so of the many seizures have 
been fraudulent. The existence of the illicit 
stills has been admitted in the South, and 
the violators of the law have been supported 
and upheld by the Southern people. It is 
unfortunate that in even one case officers of 
the law have been guilty of fraud of this 


kind, for in this way another argument is | 


given to those who have so bitterly opposed 
the tax law and all persons engaged in en- 
torcing it. 

But is it right or expedient that Marshals, 
Deputy Marshals, District Attorneys, and 
Commissioners should have it in their 
power to increase their annual compensa- 
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ing to the use of imaginary assistants, and 
annoying citizens by arrests made upon in- 
sufficient grounds? These are evils that ac- 
company the system of payment by fees. 
Federal officers have been hated and opposed 
in the South mainly because it was their 
duty to enforce laws that were unpopular, 
but in some cases they have made them- 
selves and the Federal Government still 
more Obnoxious by a shameful abuse of 
power. We huve the testimony of ex-Com- 
missioner Raum, whose position at the head 
or the Internal Revenue Bureau for several 
years gave him a thorough knowledge of all 
prosecutions under the tax laws, that for the 
purpose of increasing their fees the officers 
of the Federal courts have been guilty of 
“grave outrages upon the rights of citi- 
zens,’’ Would it not be better to pay to 
each of these officers a fixed annual salary ? 


7HE CANADIAN WXPERIMENT. 


The Marquis of Lorne, with his royal 
spouse, has shaken the dust of Canada from 
his feet and has sailed away across the seas 
to Old England. It is not certain whether 
the retiring Governor-General leaves many 
deep regrets behind him. It is tolerably 
certain that he takes none with him, Gloss 
over the vice-regal state in British North 
America as much as we may, it still remains 
true that to a Princess born and nurtured 
amid the adulation of the Court of St. 
James a residence in Canada would be 
little else than a gilded exile. It has been 
all along apparent that the Princess Loutss 
found that exile irksome and dreary. The 
experiment of providing a little Court in 
Canada was not successful. The Princess 
showed her disappointment by staving in 
Canada as little as possible. 

The late Governor-General, whatever may 
have been his original predilections, must 
needs have terminated his official career in 
Canada with a certain sense of relief. He 
never would have been made the Viceroy of 
the Dominion if he had not been so fortu- 
nate as to be the husband of a royal Princess. 
The appointment of Lord Lorne was a part 
of the brilliant scheme of BEAacoNsFIELD to 
expand the idea of imperialism all over the 
British possessions. The subjugation of the 
Boers, the acquisition of Cyprus, the as- 
sumption by the Queen of the title of 
Empress of India, the transplanting 
of a daughter of the royal house to the Ca- 
nadian capital, and sundry other and less 
startling cowps executed by the showy ard 
crafty Premier, were all in keeping with the 
somewhat sensational policy developed at the 
time when these successive events surprised 
Europe. It was suggested then that India 
and Ireland might be eventually honored by 
being governed by a representative of the 
Queen’s family. A royal Prince, or the 
husband of a Princess at least, might be 
trusted to carry the glory and honor of the 


imperial household into distant and turbu- 


lent domains of the Crown. 

The Canadian experiment has not suc- 
ceeded thoroughly, and the brilliant policy 
evolved by BeaconsFreD has not been per- 
severed in, nor has it borne satisfying 
fruits. The acquisition of Cyprus is gen- 
erally regarded now as unprofitable. Guap- 
STONE’sS dehberate abandonment of the Brit- 
ish usurpation in South Africa has won for 
him the applause of all right-thinking men; 
and the five years’ term of Lord Lornn’s 
Governor-Generalship in Canada has been 
barren of any results that may have 
been expected of it. Lorne is an 
amiable and sensible man. He has 
attempted no ‘‘career’” for himself; 
and the loyal, peaceable, and law- 
abiding Canadians have governed them- 
selves with discretion. The Governor-Gen- 
eral has been content to be a vice-regal 
figure-head, and her Britannic Majesty’s sub- 
jects have kept the peace. What manner of 
a Governor-General would have been de- 
veloped in Lord Lorne if any serious 
trouble had arisen in Canada, or if the Do- 
minion had not been an easy place for him, 
wecan only surmise. Asit is, he has carried 
through his term without discredit, and 
has earned the reward usually conferred 
upon a subject who has thus served the 
Crown in a remote Province of the realm. 
The Canadian people, although they dutifully 
made the most of their opportunities to praise 
the Princess and to extol her amiability, 
have undoubtedly been disappointed by the 
frigid atmosphere with which the daughter 
of their sovereign surrounded herself. The 
petty Court shed neither lustre.nor happi- 
ness on the public life of the Dominion. If 
the question were to be submitted to the 
people of Canada, now that the experiment 
is concluded, it is very likely that they 
would vote—all other qualifications being 
equal—for a mere subject, rather than fora 
direct representative of the royal family, as 
Governor-General of the Dominion. 


OUR DIPLOMATIU SERVICE. 

It is announced that Sir Epwarp THornN- 
ron, having become a Knight Grand Cross 
of the Bath, will be eligible within two 
years to retirement with the highest honors 
and pensions of the service. All Ameri- 
cans will agree that Sir Epwarp deserves 
whatever honors the diplomatic service has 
to offer for long and faithful service, and 
the announcement explains one of the rea- 
sons why in its diplomacy the British Gov- 
ernment is so much better served than our 
own. The extension of English commerce all 
over the world isin a very large degree due to 
the intelligence and energy of the diplomatic 
and consular agents of England. The time 
is coming, with the necessary relaxation of 
our tariff, which cannot be very far off, 
when we will need a like body of trained 
public servants and will be at a great disad- 
vantage through not having them. Our 
‘*foreign politics’? ought to have for their 
chief object to keep us clear of foreign poli- 
tics, but we need intelligent agents to enable 
us that; and everybody knows 
that our agents, as a body, are not well 
equipped for their work. There is really 
some special preparation required apart 
from what men acquire in ‘fixing things’’ 
in American politics, and this latter prep- 
aration is all that most of our diplomatic

society, and yet the diplomatic service is 
neutral ground, as was shown by the ap- 
pointment of.an avowed Liberal, Lord Dur- 
FERIN, to the Russian mission, and his ac- 
c¢ptance of that mission. In this courtry, 
as WEBsTER said, ‘‘our party differences 
cease at the water’s edge.”’ 

There is happily little chance that our 
political issues can ever be raised on 
& question of foreign policy. Even if 
the principal missions be retained as 
political spoils, there is no reason why the 
men who really do the work of the diplo- 
matic service should not be required to 
know their business. In other branches of 
the civil service reform is most urgent in 
order that the civil segvice may be taken 
out of politics, for the sake of politics not 
less than of the civil service. But in the 
diplomatic service the need of a system 
which gives some guarantee of the compe- 
tency of men is most urgent in order that 
such work as we have to do shall be decently 
done. At present there is no such guarantee, 
nor is the work, in fact, done decently.

AN IMPORTANT CASE. 


Mr. Levy, who has been long and unfa- 
vorably known for his’ skill in cornet play- 
ing, has begun certain legal proceedings 
which promise to be of great interest to the 
members of the musical profession, as well 
as to cornet players. 

It appears that in 1867 Mr. Drsrtn, a man- 
ufacturer of brass instruments, placed in 
Mr. Levy’s hands a silver cornet, concern- 
ing which Mr. Levy wrote to Mr. Distin 
that it was the finest cornet he had ever 
blown. Since that date other cornet manu- 
facturers have induced Mr. Levy to express 
other and further views as to the supreme 
excellence of their respective cornets, but 
Mr. Distin, in spite of Mr. Levy’s change 
of views, continues to publish as an adver- 
tisement the letter written by Mr. Levy in 
1867. Whereupon Mr. Levy has applied 
for an injunction to restrain the further pub- 
lication of the letter in question. 

It will at once be seen that the decision in 
Mr. Levy’s case will settle the question 
whether a musician’s—or, as in this case, a 
cornet blower’s—certificate of the unap- 
proachable excellence of any particular 
manufacturer’s instruments is irrevocable, 
or whether it can be directly or indirectly 
revoked. The best solution of the whole 
difficulty would be the passage of a law pro- 
viding that a musician’s or cornet player’s 
certificate of the excellence of any musical 
instrument shall remain in force for one 
year only, unless it be formally renewed. 

Such a law would leave no room for dis- 
putes such as that which has arisen between 
Mr. Levy and Mr. Distin. It would se- 
cure to Mr. Distin the benefit of Mr. Levy’s 
certificate during one year after its date. 
Mr. Levy could then certify at intervals 
of twelve months between each certifi- 
cate that M. Cowrrors’s, Mr. Bersson’s, 
and Mr. Boosry’s cornets are each un- 
speakably superior to all others; whereas 
the simultaneous existence of all four cer- 
tificates cannot but give rise to unpleasant 
remarks. The piano-makers would derive 
equal benefit from the proposed law. At 
present most pianists as well as most prime 
donne haye certified that each one of half a 
dozen pianos is the. best instrument the 
world has ever seen. Were suchcertificates 
to be in force only for one year, the 
piano manufacturer who should present 
the first piano to a distinguished pian- 
ist would receive his certificate for 
‘the ensuing year, and the other manufac- 
turers would receive their certificates in the 
order of the presentation of pianos—each 
certificate bearing the date of the year in 
which it would be legally available. 


There is an interesting admission in the reply 
made by Naval Constructor Varney, of the Nor- 
folk Yard, to the charges preferred by ex-Von- 
gressman DezenporF. The latter asserted that in 
1882 the law forbidding the employment of addi- 
tional workmen ina navy-yard within sixty days 
of a Congressional election had been violated at 
Norfolk, and that it had been violated at the re- 
quest of Sepator Manone. Constructor Varney 
makes a genera! denial, and submits in support of 
this denial his reports for September, October, No- 
vember, and December of that year. The general 
election took place on Nov. 7. The reports show 
thet, while Constructor Varney’s force ou Sept. 1 
consisted of only 435 workmen, on Oct. 1 the num- 
ber had boen increased to 1,268 men. On Nov. 1, 
six days before election, he was employing 1,248 
men, but on Dec. 1, after election, he had a pitiful 
array of only 289 men. Why was it necessary 
to multiply the number ef his workmen by three 
just before election, and discharge nearly 1,000 
men just after election? Did he violate the law? 
He must have violated it if he put on the additional 
men later than Sept.7. But the law says that no 
additions within the period of sixty days shall be 
made unless the Seeretary of the Navy shall certify 
that the additional men are needed, and if he so 
certifies he is required to immediately publish the 
certificate. Wedonot remember the publication 
of a certificate of this kind at that time. Perhaps 
some of these men were employed in repairing 
that unfortunate tug, the Finda, at a cost of about 
$100,000. The Secretary has decided to order a 
court-martial for the trial of the engineer who so 
extravagantly and imperfectly repaired the tug, 
and it may be that he intends to make an inquiry 
about the employment of the additional men. He 
will not, of course, ignore a violation of the law. 

SRE REE RE A 

While the railway companies of this country 
were perfecting a new system of time standards in 
the United States an international conference at 
Rome was endeavoring to establish acommon me- 
ridian by which the time of the whole world 
should be governed. The conference has adopted 
the meridian of Greenwieh, and it is ex- 
pected that this action will be ratified 
by the nations of the civilized world. The 
plans of the railways in this country and of the 
Rome conference coineide so far as the United 
States are concerned, and this fact furnishes 
another argument in support of our new stand- 
ards. With the prime meridian at Green- 
wich, there are to be twenty-three secondary 
meridians, just one hour apart in time, by 
which time in allt parts of: the world 
is to be regulated. Our _—i railway time 
standard for thé East—the seventy-fifth meridian 
—will coincide with the .fifth secondary standard 
in the plan devised for the whole world, counting 
weatward from Greenwich, and our other stand- 
dards—those of St. Louls, Denver, and Carson 
City—will coincide with other secondary standards 
adopted by the international conference. It ap- 
pears, therefore, that our national system will vir- 


tually be a part of the cosmopolitan plan. 
a —— 


Complaints are made once more of the wan- 
ton and indiscriminate slaugnter of game in the 
Adirondack region. It is said that the ‘‘pot- 
hunters” try to make up their expenses by killing 
deer for sale, and that even “high-toned sports- 
men’ are not above this business. In Col- 
orade, where deer are more numerous, 
and the people are quite as thoughtless 
as in any part of the country, hunters 
kill the animals for the sake of their skins. A 





‘deer’s akin, undressed, sells for 75 cents. The 
depth of meanness to which a deer-slayer oan de- 
scend when he shoots his game for the sake of 75 
cents’ werth of peltry is something painful to eon- 
template. In Dakota this Summer two or three 
hunters killed 60 buffaloes, leaving their carcases 
where they fell. Criminal recklessness like this 
should be punished witk great severity.

BRIEF NOYES FROM ABROAD. 


At the{favorite Russian residence of Turge- 
nieff, Sparskes, the novelist!maintained a home for 
aged women, an infant school, and a free dispen- 
sary. Besides this he annually gave about $100 in 
small pensions to the village poor and educated a 
peasant boy in the Moscow Agricultural School. 


After a temperance sermon had been 
preached in an English country town two weeks 
ago, a collection was taken up for the benefit of 
one ofthe temperance societies. Three gentle- 
men passed the plates. One was a wine merchant, 
one an excise officer, and one a brewer’s traveling 
salesman. 


During a stay of some weeks in Keay Forest, 
the Duke of Westminster and his party have killed 
this season nearly 80 stags, including several 
royals. The Duke in two days personally brought 
down seven, Last year he was not in the forest, 
but members of his family killed 98 of its fleet- 
footed denizens. 


The second son of Prince Bismarck, Count 
William, has been staying with Count Julius An- 
drassy at his chateau in Austria. At a dinner given 
in his honor all the aristoeracy of the neighbor- 
hood was invited, and a great deal ef interest was 
aroused among the peasants by a report that the 
young man was the Prince himself. 


Herr Friedmann, celebrated in Eastern Eu- 
rope as the Rabbi of Sadagora, 1s dead, and 
wide and general is the regret among ortho- 
dox Jews. His name was always spoken by those 
who believed in him with the utmost veneration, 
and is said to have exercised a charm in many 
lands besides the Austrian Province in which he 
lived. 


Berlin in 1816 had a population of 195,000, 
London had one of 958,863, and Paris one of 718,966. 
Sixty years later Berlin had 1,250,000, London 4.000,- 
000, and Paris nearly 2,300,000. Berlin therefore in- 
creased more than six-fold, London about four- 
fold, and Paris about three-fold. The population 
of Berlin during the reign of King William has 
more than doubled. 


At the Odéon ThéAtre, in Paris, early this 
month there was produced a play in whieh special 
interest has been taken by.the gossips of the green- 
room. The play had been accepted by the man- 
ager, but he had delayed its production, in con- 
sequence of which the author brought an action 
to compel him to produce it, claiming damages at 
the same time. The court ordered the piece to be 
at once preduced and gave the author $600 dam- 
ages.

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£WO DIFFERING VIEWS ON THE 
PROBLEM IN BROOKLYN. 

@R. BEECHER URGING EDUCATION ON EVILS 
OF LIQUOR-DRINKING—THE PROHIBI- 
TIONISTS LOOKING TO POLITICAL POWER. 

Zesides his Bible and hymn-book, the Rev. 
fienry Ward Beecher carried into his pulpit last 
evening a Jatge roughly drawn map of the Sixteenth 

Ward of Brooklyn. During a vigorous sermon on 

“ Temperance and Intemperance,” the Plymouth 

Pastor unrolled this map and shook it energetic- 

ally at his large congregation. The map was so 

thickly dotted with large dark spots that it looked 
like a piece of spotted musiin. Each black spot, 
Mr. Beecher explained, represented a licensed 
liquor saloon. “ Look at what our Commissioners 
_of Excise consider necessary for the welfare, com- 
fort, sustenance, edugation, and piety of the Six- 
- teenth Ward,” said he. ‘“ But I must tell you in 

their behalf that not al! of thesesaloons are places 

where intoxicating liquors can be procured. A 

large proportion of them are only beer saloons, 

and we know that novody ever gets drunk on 
beer.” {Laughter.] Mr. Beecher's text was St. 

John, iv.: 15: “The woman saith unto him, * Sir, 

give me this water that I thirst not, neither come 


_ hither to draw.’”’ 

* Wir. Beecher :aid that he had selected this text 
because the seme spirit cf impatierce to accom- 
plish desirable ends with. ut the proper amount of 
labor was being developed in this community, par- 
ticnlariy in relation to the temperance question, 
There were certain kinds of men and eertain phases 
of life that made stimulants desirable aud perhaps 
beneficial. Physiologists had said that minute 


Quantities of stimulants conserved the nerves, and 
that the injury done by stimulants was wholly in 
their abuse. A man might waste himself by 
thought, by care, and by close application to work, 
and it had been urged with much force that men 
forced to do brain-work could do more work with 
less loss of nerve force if they used a littie stim- 
niants. The dangers of an improper use of 
stimulants were much greater than the human 
mind coulda comprehend. Intemperance was the 
great central mora! evil. If alcohot could at 
once be thrown overboard, health, industry, 
and happiness would be increased. taxa- 
tion and’ crime would be reduced, and | 
municipal prosperity would be enhariced. 
From his boyhoed days, Mr. Beecher said, 
he had been a worker in the cause of 
temperance and a careful observer of the 
methods employed to beat down the terrible 
social evil. First the reformers preached 
total abstinence, but that could not stuod ona 
general application. There were some men who | 
couid not touch a drop of liquor without being in- 
stantly For such men the doctrine of to- 
tal abstinence should and did stand. Public sen- 
timent in favor of the temperance reform was ad- 
yancing. With all the obstaclesand disadvantages 
which the temperance people had to encounter, 
society had made steady progress in the fight, and 
bad munch to be proud of. 

Moral education and influence would have to be 
the basis of all effective work against intemper- 
ance. The attempt to do by law what could not 
be done by the moral sense of the people was an 
attempt to carry on amanufacturing estublishment 
without any water to run the water wheel. A 
man would hare to be convinced that a thing was 
going him an injury before he would give it up. 
What was wanted was not laws to arouse the ani- 
mosities of a large class of people, but laws to edu- 
pate people to a more intelligent appreciation of 
their own needs. Three ways of fighting this evil 

mted themselves, and private opiniofis were 
vided as to which was tne best. First, there was 
mora! education; second, !imitation of supply, ana 
third, extermination. The speaker aid not see why 
laws should be passed ens A guarding the sale of 
gunpowder and nitro-glycerine, and not be made 
to apply to thesale of intexicatine liquors, which 
were as dangerous as the two explosives. * This 
isa choice between regulated and unregulated 
misohief,” exciaimed Mr. Beecher. ** We can limit 
and regulate this vice but we cannot cure it just 
yet. Itis jusilike curing a dog of a disease by 
cutting off his tail. We must first cut off what the 
dog wil stand. If that does not cure him then cut 
a little nearer the ears.” 

Mr. Beecher said that a creat deal of disatissfac- 
tion had been found with the Mayor and the Ex- 
cise Board for pot seeing that the excise laws 
were enforced. He was not prepared to say that 
the dissatisfaction was unfounded, but he did not 
believe that the city officers were as much to blame 
as some porsons a From a statement 
foraished him by the Rev. Mr. Stiles, Mr. Beecher 
tread that there were 2,640 licensed saloons in 
Brooklyn. which was about 1 to each 250 persons, 
or, leaving out the women and children, about 1 
to each 150 “Now. let us look at the other 
side,” said Mr. Beecher. ‘“‘In 1874 there 
were 38.060 licensed saloons in Brooklyn, in 
1878, 8,008 licensed saloons, and in 
ander Mayor Low’s administration, there 
were 2.758, and in the present year but 2,640. In 
1881 13 licenses of grog-shops were revoked. In 
the first year of Mayor Low’s term 22 licenses were 
revoked, and up to the present time in 1883 24 
lloenses have been‘revoked. This certainly shows 
& growing tendency toward improvement 
that is creditable. During the iast year 
the present Excise Board rejected 1 in 
svery 12 of the applications for licenses.” 
The difficulties of obtaining the required evidence 
to convict violators of the excise law were dilated 
apon, and Mr. Beecher exclaimed, with much em- 
ghasis: “The trouble is there is not sufficient pub- 
lic temperance sentiment in Brooklyn to compel 
the enforcement of thése laws. In politicul eam- 
psigns sueh reform sentiment as there is is made 
to do effective work. It is the man who wants to 
be Mayor that can accomplish all that is good. 
The man who is Mayor can do nothing. That's the 
way the talk goes.” The question of passing laws to 
absolutely prohibt the sale of liquor had better be 
left unsettied until public sentiment was sufficient- 
ly well educated to demand prohibition. That 
time had not yet come. Some people in Ohio tried 
the prohibition business and they handed the State 
over to the Democratic Party, which certainiy 
never had the reputation of being a temperance 
party. Eventhe greatand good Ben Butler was

A meeting was held yesterday afternoon in 
Music Hail, Brooklyn, by the Prohibitioniets for 
the purpose of discussing their duty with respect 
to the coming elections.

Principal Jones, of the Bedford School, has 
written a letter to Superintendent Luckey contain- 
ing a plea for overworked school children in the 
Grammar Department, especially in arithmetic. It 
requests that the following be dropped as useless: 
The tables of English money, French money, Ger- 
man money, troy weignt, apothecaries’ weight, 
apothecaries’ fluid measure, square measure, cord- 
wood measure, shoe-maker’s measure, together 


with all the problems in addition, subtraction, mul- 
tiplication, and division requiring a knowledge of 
the above tables for their solution, also compound 
proportioa, distributive proportion, involutien, 
gsauare root and cube root, in ail numbering 
456 difficult and useless problems, which, at the 
rate of eight problems a day, would require 
57 days, or nearly three months of the pupils’ 
schoo! time. Prof. Jones states that this subject 
has been brought up betore, but nothing has ever 
been done. He also says that pupilsin the Grammar 
Department are overtaxed in other studies besides 
arithmetic, and he has known cases where the 
health has given way under the strain. There is 
too much mind-forcing, which springs from a ri- 
valry among Princivals as to who shall pass the 
largest number. of pupils in the High School exam- 
ination, and as long asthe present course is pur- 
eued the Principals will have to conform to it.

ANTI-MONOPOLY ISSUES BEING FORCED TO 

THE PRONT TO THE DETRIMENT OF THE 


REPUBLICANS. 

TRENTON, Oct. 28.—New-Jersey is witness- 
ing this year one of the most phenomenal cam- 
paigns ever neld in the State. The activity with 
which the Democratic canvass has been pushed is 
in such marked contrast with the ‘masterly inac- 
tivity” with whieh the Republican managers are 
conducting the Gubernatorial campaign that not 
alittle dissatisfaction has been expressed in all 
parts of the State with the Repubiican State Com- 
mittee.

There are a good many Repubiicans in the 
county who do net like to have their 
ticket sent aloft as a tail to the kite of the weaker 
organization. Judge Dixon, the Republican can- 
didate for the Governorship, has abstained with 
becoming dignity from advising or directing the 
course to be pursued by the managers. It was said 
when his nomination was first made that he would 
resign from the Supreme Court bench which he 
adorns, and it was hoped that the party would 
have the benefit, in its behalf and his own, of his 
matehless grace andskill as a popular orator. But, 
after earnest thought over the question, he has de- 
cided to remain on the beneh till the people call 
him higher, and the dignity of his position forbids 
him from taking an active part in the canvass. 

Leon Abbett, the Democratic candidate for Gov- 
ernor, is hampered by no judicial restraints, nor 
restraints of any other kind in fact, and be is mak- 
ing a campaign of unprecedented vigor. He wasa 
conspieuous figure at the State Fair. He has neg- 
leoted no County Fair. He has spoken in two or 
tbree places every day or evening for the last two 
weeks. A reception at the hotel at which he has 
put up has followed each public gathering, and he 
bas vrobablyshaken hands, since he started out, 
with more than half the people in the Common- 
wealth. Carriages and carry-alls of all kinds have 
been called into service to enable him to keep his 
engagements. Special trains have been ehartered 
for his transportation when friends accompanied 
him, and he has not been above speeding over the 
country on locomotives when traveling alone. He 
has spent but little time at rest. and he bas not 
probably averaged more than three hours out of 
every 24 in sleep since he achieved the nomination. 
His experience of tne week before last is asample 
of the vigor with which he is working. Wedues- 
day afternoon he was at Haekensack, Driven in 
a carriage to Paterson hetook the 5 P. M. train 
for Washington, way down in Warren County. He 
arrived there intime to hold a reception before 
the evening meeting assembled, and after 
the meeting had been held he shook hands 
with the people at his hotel till 1:30 o’elock in the 
morning. Starting then ona freight caboose for 
Phillipsburg, he arrived at 2:30 at his hotel and 
went to bed. But he was up again at 5:30, and at 
7 had started for the Mount Holly Fair. The ride 
was a long one, and the train crowded. Many of 
the yeomanry offered him their seats, but he de- 
clined all and stoed up almost the entire distance. 
It was 2 o’cloek in the afternoon when the fair 
grounds were reached. He was at Burlington City, 
eeveral miles away, in the evening, and after 
speaking at a mass-meeting held a levee 
till after 1 o'’cloek in the morning. He 
left there at 8 o’elock on Friday morning, ad- 
dressed a meeting at New-Brunswick on Friday 
evening, held another reception,and went home 
on the owl train at 2:30 the following morning. 
A few days later he spoke in the afternoon at 
Perth Amboy, went across the State to Phillips- 
burg, a distance of 54 miles, in 73 minutes, on a 
special Lehigh Valley train, delivered a speech, 
held a reception and returned to Perth Amboy on 
the midnight train. The rest of his time has been 
spent in the same way, and he Has probably dene 
more actual hard work in the last two weeks than 
he had done in any other three months of bis life.

YOUNG RUFFIANS FIGHTING, 


A LONG WALK WITH A KNIFE DEEPLY 
STUCK IN THE BACK. 

Two tenement-houses on the north side of 
East Fifty-ninth-street, between First-avenue and 
the Boulevard, are known as “The Court.” In 
the rear are three more, which are called “The 


Tombs.” In one of the houses in front is a sa- 
loon, and the five buildings bear an unsavory 
reputation. Fights and disturbances are frequent, 
and acrowd of young ruffians make it their head- 
quarters. Last evening about 7:30 o'clock two of 
the number, ** Mike” Farnum and Jim Lahey, each 
about 20 years old, got into a fight In front of ‘The 
Court,” over some trivial affair. *‘ Jim’ O’Donnell, 
another of the gang, interfered, saying be was go- 
ing to see fair play. Upon that ** Dave" Lahey, a 
fourth member of the gang and brother of ** Jim.” 
stepped up and, drawing a heavy jack-knife, drove 
the blade into O’Donnell's baek. Friends of the 
young fellows triedto draw out the blade, but 
could not. The gang is composed of men 
who fight shy of the police, but failing to 
get the knife out there was no other re- 
sort. Aceordingly, a procession. headed 
by O'Donnell and two of his friends, walked up the 
street tothe Twenty-eighth Precinct Station-house, 
near Third-avenue. O'Donnell walked without 
difficulty and seemed to suffer no pain. At the 
station-house Sergt. Hamilton and Doorman 
Haggerty held O’Donneli by the = shoul- 
ders and another effort was made to 
withdraw the knife. It would not come and 
an ambulance call was sent to the Presbyterian 
Hospital. Ambulance Surgeon Wagner, who came 
with the wagon, tried his strength on the knife 
ana gave it up. O'Donnell, who had been 
walking around the room, got into the ambu- 
lance and was taken to the hospital. Dr. George 
Schrady was summoned. and rigging up a sort of a 
lever, managed with difficulty to draw the knife 
out. It was found that the blade had ermtered the 
back between the shoulders a little to the right of 
the epine. penetrating the spinal column to the 
depth of two anda half inches. Dr. Schrady said 
that none of the spinal nerves were touched as far 
as could be ascertained, but that he considered the 
wound a serious one.

tion-house Detective Campbell was sent out and 
arrested Jim Labey in **The Tombs.’’ Furman was 
not found, nor was Dave Lahey. The latter isonly 
17 years old. O'Donnell is about 23 years old and 
is a carpenter when he works at all, which is sel- 
dom. He has been arrested several times for 
petty offenses. About a year ago he was shot in 
the wrist while resisting an officer. All of the men

A PRIZE-FIGHT OF THE OLD-FASHIONED KIND 


IN WILLIAMSBURG. 

About 200 sporting men from South Brook- 
lyn, Williamsburg, and New-York visited a well- 
known spcerting resort in the neighborhood of 
Long Island City on Saturday night. They were 
brought together to witness a *' real old-fashioned” 
prize-fight.

Dionship of Brooklyn. Cummings is about 22 years 
of age, 5 feet 8% inches in height, stoutly 
built, and tipped the beam at 142 pounds. 
MoCathy is 3 years of age, 5 feet 10 
inches in height, and weighed two pounds more. 
“Mike” Kelly, of Williamsburg, seconded the 
“ Stuff.” and “Jack” Moriarity, of New-York, 
performed the same duties for MoCathy. **Jack’’ 
Lindergan, of Williamsburg, was selected referee 
and stakeholder, At 1:30 A. M. Sunday the 
“ Stuff” entered the ring and was quickly followed 
by McCathy. After some sparring the “ Stuff” 
led off with a right-hander on McCathy’s 
left cheek, which the latter returned by get- 
ting a “lefter” on the “ Stuff’s’ mouth, draw- 
ing the first blood. The men clinched and some 
revere punishment was administered on both 
sides, McCathy finally bringing the “ Stuff” to 
earth. McCathy’s friends now offered to bet $100 
to $50 on their choice. The“ Stuff’? looked much 
battered when time was called for the second 
round, but came gamely to the scrateh. The sec- 
ond round was a repetition of the first. neither 
man exhibiting any knowledge of scientific pui- 
lism. They went at it in regular hammer-and- 
tongs style, and after sume hard hitting both men 
fell heavily on the floor, the ** Stuff’’ on top. 

Both came up promptly in the third round, end, 
after some good gparring, the first during the ficht, 
McCathy led off witha left-hander onthe “ Stuff’s” 
breast, knocking him against the ropes. They 
clenched. agzin, and while clenched somebody 
called ** the police are on us."" The men separated 
and the crowd dispersed in all directions, a 
prominent Brooklyn pulitician baving his new 
“plug hat’ destroyed in the stampede. 
When quiet was restored it was discovered that 
the alarm was false, and those who had remained 
returned to the room where the ring was pitched. 
On time being called for the fourth round Me- 
Cathy stepped into the ring, but tne * Stuff’ could 
not be found. Somebody said they saw him going 
ata2:40 galt in the direction of the Penny bridge. 
McCathy claimed the stakes. but the referee re- 
fused to give them uy, declaring that the men 
should fight it out if it took all Winter. MoCathy's 
friends were very indignant, and there would have 
been a free fight but for the interference of the 
owner of the hall. who turned out the gas and or- 
dered all hands out of his place. 


OBITUARY. 


CARDINAL DE BONNECHOSE. 

A Paris dispatch announces the death yes- 
terday of Cardinal Henri-Marie Gaston Boisnor- 
mand de Bonnechose, Archbishop of Rouen, in the 
eighty-fourth year of his age. The Cardinal was 
born in Paris May 80, 1800, and et un early 
age became 4 magistrate under the Restora- 


tion, serving successively as attorney for the 
King at Rouen, Neufchatel, at the Royal 
Court of Bourges, and as Attorney-General at 
Riom and Besangon. It was'while serving in 
this last position in 18380 that he resigned and 
turned his attention to the study of theology. 
Four years after he was ordained a priest at Stras- 
burg, and in 1847 he was mae Bishop of Careas- 
sonne. He was transferred tothe See of Evneux 
in 1854, and four years later he was appointed 
Archbishop of Rouen. His oratorical powérs, ac- 
quired while serving as a lawyer, and his 
zeal for the _ interests of the church 
made his promotion rapid, and in 1853 
the Pope raised him to the position of 
Cardinal. This opened to him the doors of the 
French Senate, and in this body he proved one of 
the most ardent defenders of the claims of the 
Pope to temporal power. Two of his speeches on 
this subject were remarkable for their power and 
the sensation whieh they created—one delivered 
Feb. 12, 1866, on the happiness of the people of 
Rome under the Papal government, and the 
other, made Nov. 2, 1867. in whieh he de- 
manded vigorously that the French Govern- 
ment should take active measures to destroy 
the unity of Italy, in order that, the temporal 
power of the Holy See might be re-established in 
its integrity. Cardinal de Bonnechose was made 
an Officer of the Legion of Honor In 1863, and Com- 
mander in 1869. In person the Cardinal was tail 
and stiff,and his manners were in keeping with 
his figure, harsh and austere, It was he who said 
in the French Senate, in one of his impassioned 
speeches, “My priests must obey me without re- 
ply, just as soldiers obey their Colonel.”

HARRY BURRARD FARNALL 
Harry Burrard Farnall, C. B., died at Lon- 
don yesterday. He was the eldest son of the late 
Capt. Harry Farnali, of the Royal Navy, and was 
born in 1802. Graduated at Downing College, 


Cambridge, he held for some years the post 
of Inspecter of Poor Laws. As a Special 
Commissioner under Lord Palmerston’s Govern- 
ment he administered the funds raised for the re- 
lief of the Laneashire operatives during the civil 
war in this country. He was a Deputy Lieutenunt 
for Dorsetshire, magistrate for Devon and Kent, 
aud Lieutenant-Colenel of the First Battalion of 
Kent Rifle Volunteers. He was made C. B. in 1865,

TAUL BRADFORD. 
Ex-Congressman Taul Bradford died yes- 
terday at his home in Talladega, Ala. He was 
»born at Mardisville, Ala., in 1835. Entering the 


University of Alabama at 16, he was graduated at 
19, anda year later began the praetice of law. 
During the war he served in the Confederate 
Army. In 1871 he was elected to the Alabama 
Legislature, serving two terms, and in 1874 he was 
elected to Congress.

A MAINE MAN'S WILD-CAT ENCOUNTER.

Herald, 

One day, toward the latter part of the after- 
noon, I was coming frem Sedgwick on foot and 
alone. When about half-way down.the hill above 
Biack’s School-house I heard a very low. peculiar 
kind of a purring sound, with an occasional low, 
snepping noise at the same time, which seemed to 
be very near tne road.

By this time I 
was within reach of him with mystake, and struck 
at him through the limbs of the tree, which, how- 
ever, were so thick that, although I hit him on the 
back, I didn’t seem to hart him. But he dropped 
the rabbit and turned toward me with a savage 
growl. He looked wicked, and I put myself 
into a posture of defense, and none too soon, for 
he immediately leaped from the tree directly at 
me. I was ready for him, and met him with my 
stake fair in the forehead. It dropped him in the 
snow, and broke my stake short off, leaving the 
longest ie in my hands. Before he could recover 
himself I got my foot on him and got in a half- 
dozea more good licks on his head, that finished 
him. I dragged him home, (about a mile distant.) 
haviag to stop many times on the road for people 
to examine my trophy, for he attracted consider- 
able notice. The next day I took his ears to the 
Town Treasurer, who paid me $2 50 for them, the 
town at that time paying that amount of bounty 
for every wild-eat killed withio the limits of the 
town.

HLUCALION AND URIME. 


From the London Globe. 

There has been lately an epidemic of crimes 
of a kind which cannot but raise the question in 
the thoughtful mind as to the relationship between 
crime and edugation. When any wholly unedu- 
eated individual commits some deed of savace 
violence, it seems reasonable to attribute it to his 
Cimmerian darkness, and it is patural to prescribe 
for him a curriculum of the ‘three R's.” Ac- 
cordingly, all convicted criminals of this descrip- 
tion are handed over to the schoolmaster when 
they get to prison for elementary education. It is 
still, however, a moot point with some whether it 
is in the power of mental training of this kind to 
do more than alter the character of crimes, and 
certainly the number of conspiracies to defraud, 


of defalcations and forgeries, by men in positions 
of trust during the past few months, may well 
give rise to doubts upen the subject. 

Ever since men began to discuss the value of 
education and its effect upon character, it must 
always have been possible to find room for depress- 
ing doubts. There is reason to hope, however. that 
we are making some advance in the general 
understanding of this matter. When Jack Cade 
heard that the Clerk of Chathum bad been caught 
setting boys copies he exclaimed, “Here’s a 
Villain ! That rough-and-ready moralist of 
Shakespeare’s creation regarded education as 
itself an actual phase of crime and the attempt 
to impart it as sheer villainy, and there have beea 
times when educationists have bad to confront se- 
eret, if net openly avowed, sentiment very much 
of this character. We may be said, however, 
fairly to have got over that now, and indeed 
there ure times when we seem in danger of 
running into extremes in the opposite direction. 
Harebrained euthusiasts every now and again 
£0 to such ridiculous Jengths in their advocacy of 
popular education and are in such bot haste to 
make everybody scholars that they entirely lose 
the fundamental idea of education. “ Seeing igno- 
rance is the curse of God, knowledge the wing 
with whick we fiy to heaven,” as one of Cade’s 
victims pleads, they Lave ignorantly and stupidly 
jumped to the conclusion that all sorts of moral 
retormation are to be effected by means of read- 
ing, writing, and arithmetic. The demon of burg- 
lary was to be clean exorcised by a knowledge of 
long division and the rule of three. No man who 
could “ work obligations and write court hand” 
would ever bs found guilty of robbery witb viv- 
lence, and from tie day that a youth might be said 
to be able to read with ease and fluency, he was to 
be safeguarded against ull the temptations of un- 
lecked tills and watcb-ehains within easy spaiching 
distance. 

such expectations could hardly fail to meet with 
disappointment, and it is scarcely worth while, 
perhaps, to be trotting out these venerable absur- 
dities, as some have been doing recently merely 
for the sake of saying that their absurdity has been 
established. It must undoubtedly be accepted as 
an axiom thac edueation is not inconsistent with 
criminal tendencies, or with the commission 
of crime. It may be agcepted as almost equally 
axiomatic that “education” in the ordinary sense 
of the term dees not directly even tend to reduce 
criminal propensities or to deter from the sommis- 
sion of crime. It is just as absurd to expect 
that an individual who is prone to theft 
will become less prone to it by being taught te 
write “round hand” or to work vulgar fractions, 
as it would be to expect the same result from his 
acquiring skill as an acrobat, or by his becoming 
specially cunning in the trapping ef wild animals. 
A man who learns to keep half a dozen bails in the 
air has aa education of eye and head quite equal 
to that which he would acquire by learning to 
write, and there is nothing in vulgar fractions to 
demand greater mental activity than many a 
youthful angler will display. It is in either case 
the indirect and secondary effect to which we must 
look if we wish to understand what is the vaine, as 
a moral elevator, of a littie technical skili or a 
little educational acquirement. Learning to read 
is a process which affords a certain mental dis- 
cipline, no doubt; but every man bas a hundred 
various experiences which are quite as potent 
in their way. The great value ef the aequi- 
sition, of course, is that it imtroduces the 
reader to a whele world of influence from whieh 
he would otherwise be utterly excluded. To take 
anumber of criminals, and examine them as to 
their power to read and write and do sums, and 
from the results of the inquiry to base any theory 
as to the value of “education” as a means of 
eradicating criminal tendencies, is an utterly mis- 
leading process altogether. Even the benefit which 
appears to result from alittle reading, writing, 
and arithmetic is, no doubt, for the most part to 
be attributed rather to other causes. The chances 
are that a lud who has been taught to this extent, 
has had some sort ef home influence brought to 
bear upon him: at any rate, he must have been 
brought for a considerable time inte contact with 
some person of intelligence, and probably of re- 
spectability. It would be far more reasonable to 
attribute any superiority he and “his class may dis- 

lay to such influence, than it would be to aseribe 
t to the effect of education in the ** three R's.”

THE BONAPARTE ESTATE. 


From the Baltimore Day, Oct. 27. 

This morning there was begun in the Court 
of Common Pleas, before Judge Brown, the cases 
of the State of Maryland against Charles J, Bona- 
parte, Executor of Elizabeth Patterson, (Mme, 
Bonaparte,) deceased, and the Mayor and City 
Council of Baitimore against same defendant. 
These suits have been brought to recover State 
and city taxes for the years 1877, 1878, 1879, and 
1880, claimed to be due upon property whieh was 


in May, 1877, assessed to Mrs. Patterson. The per- 
sonal effects named were as follows: Furniture, 
$50; private seourities, $10.000; City of New- 
York 6 per eent. stock, $105,000; do. 7 per eent. 
stock, $15,000; County of New-York 7 per oent. 
stock, $10,000; do. 6 per cent. stock, $50,000; State 
of New-York 6 per eent, stock, $30,000; State of 
Pennsylvania 6 per cent. stock, $50,000; State of 
Ohio 6 per eant, stock, $86,000, and city of Phila- 
delphbia 6 per cent. stock, $116,000; in all valued at 
$472,000. On June 23, 1877, Mrs. Patterson filed in 
the City Court a petitien to have the property 
stricken from the tax list, stating that she did not 
own the personal securities, or any part of them; 
that she owned but $3,000 worth of the New-York 
State stock; that the only Pennsylvania stock held 
by her was an interest in the public debt, which 
Was exempt from taxation by the laws of the 
State under which it was contracted; that the 
$116,000 of Philadelphia stock was part of the 
public debt of the said city, and that $58,000 was 
exempted from taxation by virtue of Pennsylvania 
laws authorizing the contraction of the debt, and 
that in accordance with seetion 18, of chapter 260, 
ef acts of Assembly, 1876, the petitioner had in her 
return to the Assessors set forth the above facts.

THE CANADIAN MASTODON. 


MR. HIRSCHFELDER’S LUOKY DISCOVERY 


NEAR WOODETOCK. 
From the Toronto Mail, Oct. 27. 

Mr. Hirschfelder, American Vice-Consul 
bere, and a well-known archzologist, has been 
“in Inck” recently. A couple of weeks ago he 
was fortunate enough to secure some stone tab- 
lets with well-defined hieroglyphics from Mus- 
koka. Hehad searcely settled himself down to 
business again when he was off on another expedi!- 
tion; this time to a place in the vicinity of Wood- 
stock, where he has been digging and delving for 
the past four or five days. The story of his ex- 
pedition is an intereeting one. Twelve years ago, 
while some laborers were engaged in digging a 
drain on the farm of George Crumble, about five 
miles east of Woodstock, and in the township and 
county ot Oxford, one of them met with an obstruc- 
tion which he smashed with his spade and pitched 
to one side. It turned out so be a bone belonging 
to some gigantic animal, but nothing further was 
thought of it and the matter was forgotten. About 


two years ago it was decided to tile drain thesame 
field, and in clearing out the old drain other bones 
were tound. An enterprising individual by the 
name of Carter secured them, and after cleaning. 
varnishing, and duly labeling the relics proceeded 
te exhibit them at so much a head for the benefit 
of the rising generation. Mr. Hirschfelder oame 
to hear of them, and after paying a good round 
sum secured the bones. Another payment seeured 
the right to dig over Crumble’s fiela in which they 
were found. A gang of men were set to work. A 
ditoh 75 feet long, 40 feet wide, and 4 feet deep 
was dug,and the enthusiastic archeologist was 
rewerded by finding fully one-half of the bones 
of a gigantic mastodon. It is needless to say 
they were very carefully taken from their rest- 
Ing place and boxed up for shipment to Tordnto. 
They are in aremarkably good state of preserva- 
tion, and their situation rendered the task of ex- 
huming them one of comparative ease. The sur- 
face soil consists of a light sand, under which is a 
layer of decaying vegetable matter. Under this 
again is a harder layer of decaying vegetable 
mold; then comes a soft, yellowish colored olay, 
and last the hard blue clay in which the re- 
mains were found, the latter being only about 
four feet below the surface. So far as knownza 
at present, these are the first remains of 
tne kind ever diseovered In Canada. To give an 
idea of the huge proportions of this monster, 
whose race was extinct long before antiquity 
had begun, a few measurements of some of the 
bones which Mr. Hirschfelder brought back with 
him are giveu. Several of the ribs measure 44 
inches: loug by about 12 in clreumferenee. The 
lower jaw is no less than 30 inches long, and must 
have weighed, in the living animal, upward of 150 
ounds. The surface of one of the teeth is 7 inches 
ong by 344 wide. while the root is buried over 4 
inches in the jaw. One vertebra measures 17 
inshes in length, and one of the bones of the fore 
leg 30 inches long by 24 inches in circumference. 
Mr. Hirsehfelder thinks he has fully one-half of the 
skeleton, and expects to get more.

DEFENDING TEMPERANCE WORKS. 
THE REV. DR. SAMSON ANSWERING DR. 
CROSBY’S CRITICISM. 

Before a smail audience in Cooper Union 
Hisll the Rev. Dr. George W. Samson yesterday 
afternoon replied to the so-called “ attack” of Dr. 
Howard Crosby upon the publications of; the 
National Temperanee Society. Dr. Samson be- 
gan with the assertion that the publications of the 
society bad effected greater results in the cause of 
temperance than any other medium had ever done. 
The e were five of the evils of intemperance against 
which these publications were directed—the tax 
upon public wealth, the tax upon publie health, the 
tax uvon family happiness, the tax upon the order 
of society, and the tax upon Christianity. *‘ It has 
Deen stated,” said the speaker, “that I was to 
* attack’ Dr. Crosby this afternoon, That is a mis- 
tuke. Dr. Crosby is my friend and I'll never at- 
tack him. We understand one another. We were 
leaders in the organization of the Philological So- 


ciety and he don’t dare to call me ignorant. I 
don't believe he was quoted correctly. He came 
from a mee.ing of the Synod in a great deal of ex- 
citement over the debate, and he probably spoke 
right out without a great deal of thought, as is 
his manner. He made these statements to a re- 
rter,and though the reporter no doubt thought 
© got the matter right, it seemsto me that he 
must have been mistaken.” 

Dr. Samson stated that Dr. Crosby was said to 
have alleged that the passage from the Ephesians: 
“Touch not, taste not, handle not,” was mis- 
quot d. The second point Dr. Crosby made was 
that the publications of the society were written 
by ignorant writers for ignorant publishers, and 
ignorant people read them. Ignorance was a lack 
of wisdom, and while men might have a great deal 
of wisdom on one subject they might also be per- 
fectly ignorant on another. Dr. Samson explained 
at length the researches he had made by practical 
experiments aod the study of history in regard 
to unfermented wine. He exhibited a vial 
of grape-juice which, he said,- had been 
experimentea with at the New-York School 
of Mines, and bad been standing two 

ears without fermentation. His researches into 

proved that unfermented and non-intoxi- 

tating wine bad been in use before the time of 

Christ and ever since. The Synod of the Presby- 

terian Chureh five years before had debated 

Whether the use of unfermepted wine should be 

permitted at communion. Ont of the 30 Bishops 

of the English Church 8 abstained entirely frem al! 

intoxicants, and all agreed that at communion 

those who wished to use the unfermented wine 

might be allowed to do so. Should we be less 

nimons than the established Church of Eng- 

? Dr. Samson concluded : *“‘ I know Dr. Crosby

HEBREW CHARITABLE WORK. 
SUGGESTIONS AND NEEDS OF THE BOARD OF 
RELIEF OF THE UNITED CHARITIES. 

The ninth annual meeting of the Board of 
Relief of the United Hebrew Charities was held 
yesterday morning at the rooms of the board, No. 
&% St. Mark’s-place. President Henry Rice pre- 
sided. Among those present were H. S. Allen, M. 
Rindskopf, M. Tuska, I. 8. Isaacs, M. A. Kursheedt, 
J. W. Riglander, ex-Commissioner of Charities 
Myer Stern, Mrs. F. A. Cohen, Julius Nathan, 
Simon Schafer, Julius Bien, School Commissioner 
Jacob H. Schiff, Jesse Seligman, Dr. S. N. Leo, 
Louis Gans, H. Herrman, Mrs. Morris Rindskopi, 


L. 8. Rosenstiel, H. Hirsch, and Uriah Herrmann. 
President Rice reported that during the past 17 
months, since the last report was presented, 12,000 
persons have been relieved. There have been paid 
into the treasury $92,087 63, of which a balance of 
$2,088 48 remains. The lukewarmness of many of 
the friends of the board in the mutter of finances, 
which resulted in the collection of a less amount 
than was needed for the proper organization of 
the werk, was deeply deplored. Since the last re- 
port 1,047 persons were sent to various points by 
the Emigration Society at a cost of 247 26. 
There have been 450 persons buried ata cost of 
$3,413 13. . 

The President recommended that a medieal 
graduate and trained nurse be employed to devote 
their whole time to Jabor among the outside 
poor, inspecting the dwellings. caring for the 
sick, and teaching the necessity of cieanii 
ness and ventilation and the laws of hygiene. 
He also urged the usetuiness of a labor bureau in 
connection with the board, to secure for the gradu- 
ates of the industrial schools and forthe appil- 
cants for work some lucrative empleyment. “* The 
great difficulty,” said he, “in relieving many of 
our applicants substantially is owing to the fact 
that they know no trade and can only peddle. 
Most of our male applicants are either peddlers or 
tailors. An appropriation of several thousand dol- 
larsshould be made to start a genera! industrial 
school, similar to the one now in operation in the 
Orphan Asyium, and establish an industrial set- 
tiement for our poor in the vicinity of New- 
York, as a means of checking the terrible tene- 
ment-house evil, and of raising a generation of 
working men able to battle with the world, instead 
of being ground dewn to pauperism.”’ As tothe 
emigration of Jews without trades, he 
recommended that steps be taken to aequaint 
the European committees with the exact 
eondition ef affairs and induce them to pursue a 
policy which will prevent the continuance of the 
evil. There was much discussion upon the propo- 
sitions to appoint a committee to raise funds for 
the establishment of a general industriai school. 
It was urged that no boys could be apprenticed to 
apy member of atrades-union on aceount of the 
antipathy of those organizations to increasing the 
number of their members. It was finally decided 
that the eommittee should confer with similar 
committees from the Orphan Asylum and Free 
School, to devise a vian for the establishment of 
such aschool. The present officers were;_unani- 
mously re-elected.

A PASIOR’S FAREWELL. 

THE REV. MR. JUTTEN LEAVING HIS CHARGE 
AFTER TEN YEARS OF LABOR. 


The Rev. D. B. Jutten preached yesterday 
morning his farewell sermon as Pastor of the Six- 
teenth-Street Baptist Church, which position he 
has filled for ever 10 years. He was called to this 
pulpit in July, 1878, coming from Washington. The 
church was crowded yesterday. Mr. Jutten said, 
in his sermon, that during the 10 years of 
his service with the church he had received 
as new members 504 persons. had buried 


883, and had made 4,000 visits among the members; 
$85,000 had been raised, of which $17,500 bad been 
devoted to charitable purposes, and the remain- 
der to current expenses. The church was estab- 
lished in 1833, and had enrolled 2,565 members, and 
always sustained a thriving Sunday and mission 
schoo). Its membership now was over 650. His 
remarks on severing his connection with tLe 
church brought tears to the eyes of many of the 
ladies present, while there were some among the 
men who were visibly affected. He closed by of- 
fering every assistance in his powerto the new 
minister, whoever he might be, in assum- 
ing his new duties, and admonished the 
ehurch “not to smother him with kindness 
at first and treat him with coldness and abuse 
after he had served them for a time.” Mr. Jut- 
ten’s resignation, which was accepted about a 
month ago, was dueto the fact that the church 
had refused to accept an offer to build a new place 
of worskip,-on which question the membership was 
divided. A lady member had offered $50,000 for 
the purpose, provided that the name be changed 
to the Memorial Baptist Church and the building 
be erected at another place. Dr. Jutter favored 
the change and worked zealously to procure it. 
and had succeeded in raising about $20,000 toward 
buying the new ground. After a bitter contention 
and much hard feeiing it was at jast decided to 
make no change, on which account Mr. Jutten. not 
desiring to be so at variance with his congregation, 
resigned his pastorate.

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CABLES ACROSS THE NARROWS. 
LAYING THE THIRD CABLE OF THE BALTI- 
MORE AND OHIO COMPANY. 

The tug Sallie P. Linderman, of. Perth Am- 
bey, with Capt. George Fouratt at the wheel, 
started frem the Clifton Landing yesterday after- 
noon with a scow alongside, Ona reel 8 feet high 
on the scow was wound over a mile of cable—6,500 
feet in a!]—25¢ inches thiek, with an iron armora 
quarter of an inch thiek, and through the eentre 
ran seven cepper wires of three strands each. The 
cable, which was to be the third of the same size 
laid across the Narrows by the Baltimore and Ohio 
Telecraph Company, weighed 12tons. The distance 
across is about 6,000 feet. The depth of the 
water at the deepest point is 120 feet, 
and the extra 500 feet was allowed for 
the sinking and the land connections, 
Among those on the tug were Robert Stewart, the 
General Manager of the company; J. C. Hankin- 
son, Superintendent of Construction: Joseph Me- 
Glathery, his assistant: and C. W. Price, the New- 
Yerk manager. The tugran across to Fort Ham- 
ilton, where one end was made fast. Then it start- 


ed for Fort Wadsworth, end the cable was un- 
wound. Planks were put under the wooden wheels 
on either side of the reel as brakes. They smoked 
from the friction, and water and sand were 
thrown on them to prevent them from 
catching fire. The tug ran through a fleet 
of fishermen. One got his ancher caught in the 
cable and lost it. The course of the cable was 
some distance below the others to prevent cross- 
ing. There was 100 feet left over. That much was 
sawed off and the end showed the copper wires to 
be covered with kerite,a composition of rubber, 
then wound with jute, and finallyjsurrounded with 
the armor. Judge Charles Church, of fort Hamil- 
ton, entertained the party that witnessed the lay- 
ing at dinner at his handsome place. Yester- 
day was chosen for the work hecause the 
weather was good and there was no other time 
to de it. The paying out of the cable occupied 
34 minutes. The previous cables were laidin 27 and 
25 minutes. The longer time was dueto a delay on 
account of low water and the proximity of the tug 
to rocks. Successful tests were afterward made. 
The company reaches New-York by crossing the 
Kill, zoing over Staten Island, across the Narrows, 
tnrough Brooklyn, and over the bridge. The addi- 
tional seven wires to connect with the new cable, 
making 21 in all, are being strung between New- 
York and Baltimore. The company’s line now 
runs to Washington, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Louis- 
ville, Chicago, and St. Louis, and by Nov. 1 it will 
be open to Kansas City and other Western points. 
It will operate with the Mutual Pacific, a company 
which has duplicated the lines of the Mutuai Union 
in the West. The connection will be made at St. 
Louis. The additional cable and connecting wires 
were made necessary by increased business. The 
company now employs on its own lines 800 opera- 
tors, and the new wires will add 100 to the force. 
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FRUIT BECOMING SCARCE. 
PEARS, ®RANGES, AND MALAGA GRAPES 
ALONE ABUNDANT IN THE MARKET. 


There is little doubt but there will be a de- 
cided scarcity of domestic fruits from now until 
the next season. The indications are, however, 
that the supply of European and tropical fruits 
will be more than liberal. Peaches are still in 
market, but of an inferior quality. Pears are 
abundant, and will continue to be for a week or 
10 days more. Tne Duichess pears from Western 
New-York are now very plertiful, and notin 
many years have they been of better quality. The 
best of these could be bought last evening for $6 
and $7 per barrel, nice ones selling as low as $5 
per barrel. They may sell for a little more this 


week. but the prices cannot be advanced 
much. The choice pear at this season is 
the Beurre Clairgeau, which has a deep 
red blush on one side. The» Lawrence, per- 
baps, is the best preserving pear that grows, 
with a skin as yellow as gold, and one of the 
whitest when the skin is removed, will be quite 
abundant this week, and will not wholesale for 
above $6 per barre! for the best, while many will 
sell for $5 or less. Quinces that are smooth and 
attractive looking are in great demand, and none 
such will be wholesaled this week for less than $6 
per barrel. Apples are advanciog in price every 
day. Southern Jersey fruit, never in very good 
condition, will sell for upward of $2 50 per barrel. 
Western apples, not of good quality, sell very 
freely by the load at about $3 25 per barrel at the 
doek, and it is probable that they will sell even 
higher this week. The grape crop, which was so 
promising in September, will prove to be a great 
disappointment. There are only a very few Dela- 
ware and Catawba grapes to be found of really 
fine quality. The really good will sell readily at 
from 10 to12 cents per pound, and good Concords 
are guickly soid for from 6to7 cents per pound. 
The white Malagas are arri¥ing in large quantit es, 
and sell at about 12 eents per pound. Reports 
from the Jamaica orange-groves are that the crop 
will be abundant and the quulity above the aver- 
age. Fruit now arriving from there is very fine, 
and selis for about $7 per barrel. There will aleo 
be a Jarge crop of oranges in Florida, but the fruit 
will probably be smaller than usual. Although 
there was almost a failure of the cranberry crop 
in New-Jersey there will be no scarcity of this 
fruit, as the Cape Coed region has produced more 
than an average crop. Last week's prices, which 
were $10 50 per barrel for the best Cape Cod ber- 
ries, and from $9 to $10 for inferior qualities, and 
from $2 50 to $3 per box for New-Jersey berries, 
will hold for several weeks to come.
